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OPINION ON FENNING 
GAOE FROM JUSTICE 
DEPARTMENT READY 


President Unlikely to Act 
Until House Inquiry 
Decision Is Made. 


COMMISSIONER FAILS 
TO REGARD PRESSURE 


Executive Setiinn of the 
Judiciary Committee May 
Be Held Tuesday. 


The Department of Justice has 
prepared an opinion as to steps the 
President may take to remove Com- 
missioner Fenning if such action 
is decided upon, it became known 
yesterday. 

While it has beeh made known 
at the White House that the Presi- 
dent contemplated no action until 
after the House judiciary commit- 
tee had completed its report, it was 
learned that considerable unofficial 
and informal pressure has been 
brought to bear on the commission- 
er since the fight on him began, but 
that he has steadfastly insisted 
upon making a fight. 

It has been made known from 
the outset that regardless of its 
findings, the House judiciary com- 
mittee did not think the office of 
sufficient importance to warrant im- 
peachment, and in this light prece- 
dents for summary executive action 
have been studied. 

One manner in which he could 
be displaced, it is said, would be 
for the President to send the name 
of his successor to the Senate, and 
when that body confirmed it the 
commissioner would automatically 
be displaced. In this connection, 
however, there are cases of officials, 
having thus been displaced, refus- 
ing to give up the keys of their of- 
fice, and court action had to be re- 
sorted to to get the keys. 

Friends Predict Fight. 

Whether such drastic action 
would be necessary against Mr. 
Fenning in the event the President 
definitely called upon him to re- 
sign, is problematical, but he is 
represented by his friends as being 
in a fighting mood. 

The judiciary committee probably 
wili have an executive session Tues- 
day to consider the case. Defense 
counsel are to file their reply to 
the brief of Representative Rankin, 
of Mississippi, tomorrow, and Repre- 
sentative Graham, chairman of the 
committee, has indicated that the 
committee will be prepared to re- 
port shortly thereafter. 

Aside from the charge that the 
commissioner, as a Federal official, 
has prosecuted claims against the 
government, the strongest legal 
aspect which it is admitted defense 
counsel will have to combat, is that 
relating to the commissioner’s self- 
bonding practice. In ruling against 
this practice, Justice Frederick L. 
Siddons, although penalizing the 
commissioner, held there had been 
no evidence of fraud in the case on 
wich his decision turned. 

Justice Siddons pointed out that 
Mr. Fenning’s good intentions were 
shown in matters of this kind when 
he brought to the attention of the 
court, in 1915, the fact that he 
was receiving a bonus on loans of 
his wards’ money. 


Practice Held Wrong. 


The matter has been put some- 
what differently before the judici- 
ary committee. Auditor Herbert 
L. Davis, of the District Supreme 
court, testified before this commit- 
tee, in effect, that Mr. Fenning had 
not brought the bonus to the at- 
tention of the court, but had mere- 
ly set it forth in his statement 
under the prevailing rule by which 
he was allowed to retain it. It 
kas the first case of Mr. Fenning’s 
upon which he had passed, accord- 
ing to Mr. Davis, and he forthwith 
held the practice to be wrong. 

Bearing on this matter of ‘‘in- 
tent,’”’ Mr. Fenning testified that no 
doubt had ever’ entered his mind as 
to the regularity of the self-bonding 
practice, and consequently it had 
never occurred to him to call the 
court’s attention to it. He had 
never heard of the Magruder- 
Drury decision of the United States 
Supreme Court, which laid down 
the ruling against double commis- 
sions, he declared. |

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Montgomery County Sheriff 
Arrested on Assault Charge 


Prisoner’s Statements. 


Attorney John E. Oxley Alleges Official Ejected Him 
From Police Headquarters After Altercation Over 


Released Under Bond. 


Sheriff Clay ‘Plummer, of Rock- 
ville, was arrested on a warrant 
yesterday charging him with techni- 
cal “assault and battery’’ on John 
E. Oxley, a member of the Rock- 
ville bar. Oxley charged that the 
sheriff forcibly ejected him from 
police headquarters Thursday night. 
The warrant was served on Sher- 
iff Plummer in his office by Sergt. 
Charles T. Cooley, of the Rockville 
police force. So far as is known, 
it was the first time a sheriff of 
Montgomery county was charged 
with such an offense. 

Mr. Oxley, who weighs about 120 
pounds, said Sheriff Plummer, who 
weighs more than 200 pounds, 
ejected him from police headquar- 
ters because he refused to agree 
with him over the guilt of a negro 
prisoner who had just been ar- 
rested. 

Before taking any action, Attor- 
ney Oxley conferred with members 
of the Rockville bar. The latter 
are said to have been incensed by 
the treatment accorded Oxley. At 
their suggestion, he yesterday went 


to the courthouse and swore out the 
warrant. 

Judge Samuel Riggs, of the Rock- 
ville police court, announced fol- 
lowing Sheriff Plummer’s arrest that 
he would try the case at that offi- 
cial’s convenience. It probably will 


come some day this week. Mean- 
while, Plummer is at liberty on his 


personal bond. 

Oxley said he was sitting in police 
headquarters about 10:30 o'clock 
Thursday night when Sheriff Plum- 
mer came in with a negro charged 
with violating the local option law. 
The sheriff, he said, began to ques- 
tion the negro in an attempt to 
draw damaging statements from 
him. 

After the questioning, Oxley said, 
Sheriff Plummer asked him if he 
had heard certain statements made 
by the negro. Oxley said he replied 
that the only statements he had 
heard the prisoner make were state- 
ments protesting his innocence. 

Sheriff Plummer became angry at 
this point, Oxley said, and ordered

Watertown, N. Y., June 12 (By 
A. P.).—A modernist-fundamental- 
ist controversy threatened the ordi- 
narily peaceful annual conference 
of Mennonites as delegates were as- 
sembligg today for their meeting 
at Kirchnerville. 
Members of the sect, numbering 
nearly 1,000, are expected to attend 
the annual meeting which opens to- 
morrow and continues until all con- 
troversial matters have been set- 
tled. 
The chief obstacle 
this year’s conference is a move 
ment, fostered by many of the 
younger Mennonites, in favor of 
discarding a feature of the religi- 
ous belief which prohibits the woear- 
ing of buttons on clothing. The 
older Mennonites, the fundametal 
wing of the sect, are expected to 
offer spirited resistance against the 
proposed change which, they con- 
tend, would lead them away from 
simplicity in dress symbolized by the 
hook and eye.

GRAVEST PROBLEM 
FACED BY GERMANY 
0 TN CONFISCATION 


Vote on Seizing Wealth 
of Former Rulers to 
Test Republic. 


MAY REQUIRE FORCE 
TO OBTAIN PROPERTY 


Crisis Is, Expected to Follow 
Referendum on June 20, 
Regardless of Vote. 


Berlin, June 12 (By A. P.).— 
The young German republic, facing 
one of the gravest problems of its 
short history, on June 20 will be 
called upon to decide the biurt 
question as to whether'*tue enor- 
mously rich properties of its former 
ruling houses shall be forfeited to 
the state. 

Many shrewd observers believe 
that the impending referendum on 
this question will constitute the 
acid test of the German nation’s 
conversion to democracy. The issue, 
they feel, is one of the first magni- 
tude and fraught with grave possi- 
bilities affecting the stability of the 
republic. 

There is hardly a historic prece- 
dent of expropriation of royal and 
princely houses on so vast a scale. 
On the one side are arrayed the 40 
members of the Hohenzollern fam- 
ily, led by the former kaiser, to- 
gether with the former 21 ruling 
houses of the German federation. 
They are all prepared to fight to 
the bitter end for what they con- 
sider is their own inalienable prop- 
perty. Nor are they without power- 
ful supporters within the German 
electoral body. 


Hundreds of Millions at Stake. 


On the other side stand the ad- 
herents of those German republi- 
can parties who have furnished the 
requisite majority necessary for the 
plebiscite. 

The aggregate value of the prop- 
erties in dispute runs into hundreds 
of millions of dollars, the house of 
Hohenzollern alone owning roughly 
in landed and other 
estates. 

Article 1 of the confiscation bill 
reads: ‘‘All possessions of the reign- 
ing houses who until the 1918 revo- 
lution ruled in Germany, including 
the personal fortunes of all mem- 
bers c€ such houses shall be confis- 
cated for the common weal, with- 
out indemnification. The owner- 
ship of said properties shall be 
vested into the various states ruled

Would-Be Rescuer, Believed

Miami Beach, Fla., June 12 (By

Borah Denies 


Dry Stand 


Is Move for Presidency 


Senator, in Address to Law School Graduates, Flouts 
Talk of Presidential Aspirations and Condemns 
Emancipation of Slaves as Untimely. 


Senator William E. Borah last 
night denied that his recent strong 
stand in favor of the eighteenth 
amendment and the Volstead act 
was in any way a bid for the presi- 
dency of the United States. 

In an address at the fifty-seventh 
annual of the 
National Law school in Memorial 
Continental hall, Senator Borah 
called attention to the fact that he 
had been accused of seeking the 
cused him of such an ambition 
flinging his answer at those who 
accused him of such an ambition, 
the Idaho senator boldly declared 
that he thought the emancipation 
of the slaves at the time when they 
were emancipated, was one of the 
“greatest mistakes this country 
ever made.”’ 

Senator Borah had been discuss- 
ing the fourteenth and fifteenth 
amendments. Though these were 
nullified at first, he said, they have 
heen workSsd out satisfactorily since. 
He said he thought the people of 
the South had effectively brought |

these two amendments back as an 
integral part of the Constitution. 

“‘As for mysclf,’’ he said, “I think 
that the emancipation of the slaves 
at the time they were emancipated, 
was one of the greatest mistakes 
ever made in this country. That 
statement may be of interest to 
those who say that I seek the Presi- 
dency because I espoused. the 
eighteenth amendment.’’ 

In his prepared address, Senator 
Borah appealed to the graduates to 
assume a full measure of individual 
responsibility in helping to sulive 
the “grave problems confronting 
constitutional government.’ Con- 
tinuing, he said: 

“TIT should like to direct the atten- 
tion of the class to a dangerous con- 
dition which confronts the United 
States,’ Senator Borah continued. 
‘*That condition is one of wide- 
spread disregard for the Constitu- 
tion. Our form of government is 
based upon a theory of obedience— 
that the people who are capable of

The total of $1,4 for the 
expenses of the Pennsylvania pri- 
maries, including $1,046,000 for the 
Pepper ticket, remained unchanged 
vesterday, but testimony before the 
Senate subcommittee brought to 
the fore the question of whether 
there was corruption in the spend- 
ing of these huge sums. 

Senator Pepper's ticket, which 
so far has established a world’s rec- 
ord for stupendous primary cati- 
paign expenses, was especially sin- 
gled out for attack by Gov. Pin- 
chot’s managers. Charges of vote- 
buying on a wholesale scale were 
added to the previous charges that 
Pittsburgh was turned into an orgy 
of license and lawlessness on the 
eve of the election in order 
create the impression that Senator 
Pepper was liberal-minded and wet. 
Testimony that the policemen who 
took the lid off wore Pepper but- 
tons was reiterated yesterday and 
added to the testimony that the sa- 
loons and speakeasies of Pittsburgh 
displayed Pepper literature and 
campaign slogans. 

The charges of corruption being 
leveled at the Pepper-Fisher organ- 
ization come from the supporters 
of Gov. Pinchot and a deliberare 
effort apparently is being made by 
the governor and hig lieutenants to 
put the Pepper organization in the 
most unfavorable light. 


*o 


Little Animosity Toward Vare. 


There appears to be little ant- 
mosity against the Vare machine. 
This, it was explained yesterday by 
one of the Pinchot witnesses, was 
because Vare controlled Philadel- 
phia without the slightest effort and 
needed to do little more than await 
the counting of the votes to run 
up a tremendous score. On the 
other hand, the Pepper and Pinchot 
organizations were at each others’ 
throats in Pittsburgh and Alle- 
gheny county, and in the bitterness 
of defeat in that section the Pin- 
chot supporters are ready and anx- 
ious to fill the record with charges 
of fraud and corruption against 
their opponents. 

Henry Walnut, Gov. Pinchot’s 
Philadelphia manager, testified as 
to the futility of trying to oppose 
the Vare machine in Philadelphia. 
It was impossible ‘‘to get a rise 
out of the people,’’ he said, in op- 
posing the organization. In other 
words, after Vare announced his 
opposition to Volsteadism he would 
have been nominated by an over- 
whelming vote without effort or ex- 
penditure of money, and the Pin- 
chot manager did not take the com- 
mittee’s time to discuss the outcome 
of the Philadelphia contest. 

But Edward Beutel, head of the 
Pinchot speakers’ bureau in Pitts- 
burgh, gave startling testimony 
with respect to operations of the 
Pepper organization in Allegheny 
county. Mr. Beutel is a professor 
of law at the Pittsburgh univer- 
sity, and gave the impression of a 
clean-cut, straightforward student 
of politics.

Farm relief, through legislation 
based on sound economic principles, 
was indorsed in a resolution passed 
at the closing session of the con- 
vention.

street southeast, ended his life 
yesterday by firing a bullet from a 
.82 caliber pistol into his right 
temple, marking the second time 
within four months that death had 
visited the home.

Wheeler had been constantly 
grieving over the death four 
months ago of his wife, Mrs. Bessie 
A. Wheeler. At breakfast he com- 
plained to his son Victor Rk. 
Wheeler, 18 years old, who had 
recently returned from a hospital 
following an illness, that he could 
not taste the food he ate, and re- 
tired to his room on the second 
floor front. 

The son went to the front porch 
and two hours later, becoming 
alarmed when his father failed to 
go downstairs, went to his room 
and found him lying across a couch, 
dead. The pistol was stili in his 
hand. Neither the son nor neigh- 
bors had heard the report of the 
pistol, they told police. 

Dr. Joseph Villipiano, of Cas- 
ualty hospital, and Policeman E. 
T. Hinsley, of the Fifth precinct, 
were summoned. Dr. Villipiano told 
police that the man had been dead 
two hours before his body was dis- 
covered. The bullet had passed 
through his head.

stitutional laws,’’ he declared. Dean 
Pound pointed out. that although 
the bill of rights as presented by 
George Mason was a creative in- 
strument, it was primarily a legal 
document that represented the end 
of a serial and political era. 

*‘More than any other part of the 
Federal Constitution, the bill of 
rights has compelled repognition 
that the Constitution is the law of 
the land,”’ he declared. ‘It is not 
too much to say that the bill of 
rights and its derivatives have 
stood for and now stand for the 
legislation in almost legal, as dis- 
a. from political connec- 

ons.”’

Bergen, Norway, June 12 (By A. 
P.).—A small reproduction of an 
ancient Viking ship has set out 
from Bergen, bound for the sesqui- 
centennial exposition at Philadel- 
phia. 

The vessel, named ‘“‘Lief Erikson,”’ 


in many ways resembles the boats 
still in use by fishermen. The con- 
structor, Capt. Gerhard Folgero, is 
on board with a crew of three sail- 
ors. 

From the outside the vessel looks 
like a miniature Viking ship with 
shields along the gunwale, a dragon 
head at the stem and a dragon tail 
at the stern. She carries a red and 
white striped square sail, the stars 
and stripes in the stem and the 
Norse flag in the stern. 

The ship’s itinerary is the Faero 
islands, then around the northern 
point of Scotland and out in the Af- 
lantic ocean, where it will try to 
get into the northeastern trade 
wind and sail for St. Thomas in the 
West Indies, then along the Ameri- 
can coast to Cape Hatteras and 
Philadelphia. 

The ship carries provisions for 
100 days but Capt. Folgero figures 
on making the cruise of 6,000 nau- 
tical miles in 80 days.

Sparks and Deadly Gases 
Eliminated by Oil Burner 


Control System Provides Lower Chimney Temperature 
and Gives Full Return of Heat—Ashes 
and Dust Avoided. 


AUTOMATIC OIL HEAT SAFEST KNOWN METHOD 


Many Years Experimenting Has Brought Gratifying Results. 


The element of safety which en- 
ters into any heating problem has 
justly been one of the outstanding 
causes of investigation in the field 
of domestic oil burning for several 
years. Innumerable tests under 
the most adverse conditions have 
been made of the leading oil burn- 
ers to determine accurately under 
just what circumstances the ele- 
ment of danger might enter into 
the use of oil in the full automatic 
types of burners. 

As a result of these tests, the 
fact has been demonstrated beyond 
the shadow of a doubt that oil heat 
is not only safe, but it is even safer 
than any other popular method of 
obtaining heat. The reasons which 
lead to this conclusion are entirely 
logical. In the first place, con- 
sideration must be given the fact 
that oil burning makes no radical 
change in the heating plant. The 
burner is merely mounted on or in 
the boiler, pipe lines are connected 
from the burner to the oil storage 
tank, making proper allowance for 
vents, and the transformation from 
the slavery of coal fires to the 
supercomfort of automatic oil heat 
is complete. 

A contributing factor to the su- 
perlative safety of automatic oil 
heat lies in the fact that sparks are 
eliminated once and for all from the 
system. This statement stands in 
spite of the fact that some of the 
newer burners, which are at best 
merely experiments, have not suc- 
ceeded in eliminating sparks en- 
tirely. As a matter of fact and rec- 
ord, it may be said that there are 
only a few oil burners on the mar- 
ket today which can claim more 
than a year or two of practical ex- 
perience as a basis of satisfactory 
operation.

Elimination of sparks does away 
with one source of danger which 
takes an annual toll of something 
like $11,000,000 in fire losses. 

The next factor which contrib- 
utes largely to the ultimate safety 
of the householder is that of low- 
ered stack or chimney temperature. 
With a fire which burns continual- 
ly there is naturally a continuous 
draft necessary, and this draft not 
only carries the maximum amount 
of heat up the chimney, but at the 
same time is the chief reason why 
with slow-burning fuels there is a 
return of only about 50 cents worth 
of heat for' every dollar spent in 
fuel. The automatic oil burner 
does away with this condition once 
and for all through its mechanical 
draft. Controlled entirely by a 
thermostat which starts the opera- 
tion of the burner only when heat 
is actually needed, it is a definite 
fact that fuel is consumed only 
when and as it is needed. 

With the elimination of natural 
it is also a fact 
that when the burner automatically 
stops, the flow of air into the boiler 
must stop also. It is perhaps logi- 
cal to assume that the worst fea- 
ture of a natural draft is that with- 
out some controlling element the 
continuous flow of cold air would 
tend to cool off the very thing the 
householder had just spent his 
money to heat. There are oil burn- 
ers on the market today which are 
natural draft burners, but it is not 
of the experience of these types 
that mention is here made. 

It is not an uncommon sight even 
in this age of almost universal 
favor of oil as a fuel, to see a 
chimney burning out as a result of 
an uncontrolled fire gaining too 
much headway. On the face of it 
there can be no question of the 
advantage to be gained by the 
elimination of this possibility 
through the medium of a good 
oil burner. 

Still another condtion which adds 
materially to the safety oil burn- 
ing under the automatic system 


is the elimination of the deadly 
carbon monoxide gases which have 
taken and continue to take their 
annual toll of human life at un- 
expected moments. Carbon mo- 
noxide is not a possible product of 
a properly constructed and installed 
oil burner. The only gas which 
can possibly be produced by a good 
oil burner is not even remotely con- 
nected with any danger or discom- 
fort of any nature, and is in itself 
evidence of complete combustion. 
As a matter of fact one of the first 
results obtained by having auto- 
matic control in charge of an oll 
fire is the elimination of gases 
which are continualy forming 
where any solid fuel is burned. It 
follows also in logical sequence that 
the longevity of the average heating 
plant will be materially increased 
both by the elimination of these 
gases and the greatly reduced stack 
temperatures. 


That these statements are not so 
much the result of laboratory tests 
as of actual experience in the local 
field is amply borne out by the 
figures on oil consumed in domestic 
heating in Washington. During the 
calendar year 1925 the total con- 
sumption of domestic fuel oil of 
all grades was 3,700,000 gallons. 
The calendar year 1925 sent this 
figure to the astounding total of 
8,300,000 gallons, or an increase 
of 224 per cent. It would seem 
logical to assume that in the burn- 
ing of this amount of oil some ex- 
perience that is of value should re- 
sult. The amount of coal which 
this oil actually displaced would run 
well over 50,000 tons on the most 
conservative figure. Experienced oil 
burner men who have been in touch 
with the local market during the 
past five or six years do not hesi- 
tate to say that the oil consumption 
for 1926 will show an increase of 
considerably more than 224 per 
cent. These figures do not include 
oil consumed by commercial burners 
in the heating of large buildings 
and the handling of power require- 
ments. 

In this day of mechanical supre- 
macy and of solid comforts that 
have been hitherto unknown it is 
not surprising that the owner of a 
modern home is anxious to be rid 
once and for all of the greatest 
antique which any house can con- 
tain—the coal bin with its attendant 
ash can and prolific dust. Consider- 
ing that in the home of today elec- 
tricity, the telephone, radio and a 
host of other comforts have changed 
the entire tenor of existence, it is 
not to be wondered at that the very 
vital element of heat should also 
be the subject of improvement. 

The element of safety has long 
been \the one barrier which has 
kept many from installing oil- 
burning equipment. Probably the’ 
original experience with electricity 
and the telephone were similar 
and it is not difficult to imagine 
that some apprehension existed in 
many minds when these modern 
necessitjes were first installed.

EW YORK, June 12.—Already 
N the major league pendulum 

has started to swing both 
Ways and within another two weeks, 
Il am sure, the baseball fans will 
have a new light on which to base 
their calculations and predictions 
for the season. Even as I write 
this the Western clubs of the Na- 
‘tional league show signs of having 
felt the effect of a first long road 
trip. 

This applies, just as well to the 
Eastern clubs of the American 
league. Up until a week ago the 
professional and amateur critics had 
been sizing up the big league 
strength from a false or deceptive 
angle. 

While the standing of the clubs 
is correct mathematically it can not 
be really comprehensive until all of 
the clubs have faced the same con- 
dfttions. That is why I have said 
frequently that I never give much 
weight to the early spring games as 
an indication of what might hap- 
pen during the season. 

WONDER if the average 

fan has attached any sig- 

nificance to the fact that 
until a week ago three Eastern 
clubs were leading the Ameri- 
can league and three Western 
clubs were on top in the Na- 
tional. If not, let me point out 
that the leading groups in both 
leagues were those that had 
played most of their games at 
home. 

“Just what do you 
an interested baseball fan, ‘‘when 
you say we can’t get a good line 
on the team -until each has made a 
swing of the circuit? Hasn’t every 
tqam played every other team?’”’ 

That shows just how difficult it 
is to make clear what I have meant 
by “a complete swing of the cir- 
cuit.”’ , 
~ One set of teams have made their 
invasions but the others have not. 

For example, the Giants upon 
their return home for a long stay 
last week had played 35 out of 
their 46 games on the road. Other 
clubs in both leagues have had a 
similar expel ‘lence, The ones who 
have not are now going against that 
grind. 

Until they have been through it, 
as we have, and all the clubs have 
played approximately the same 
number of games at home as on 
the road we can not strike a com- 
prehensive balance as to actual 
playing strength. That is what I 
mean by ‘‘a complete swing.”’ 


HIS spring has been un- 

} usually hard on pitchers. 

I don’t remember ever 
having scen a worse spell of 
weather for baseball. A few 
pitchers have been fortunate 

*enough not to be affected by 
‘colds and their work has told 
with deadly effect. Many good 
ones, though, are just begin- 
ning to show. 

This is particularly true of men 
like Kent Greenfield and Fred 
Fitzsimmons, of the Giants. A 
month ago I noticed that these men 
were not adapted to early spring 
pitching and said so. We simply 
had to mark time and do the best 
we gould until they came around. 
I don’t know of a single club in 
either league that has not one or 
two pitchers similarly affected. 

Ihave been asked to make clear 
just exactly how these chills affect 
the mechanical work of a pitcher.

The main trouble, however, is with 
the finer, more delicate muscles, 
like those in the tips of the finger. 

When a pitcher’s hands are sus- 
ceptible to chilly weather it is much 
like trying to write with a pencil 
with bare hands at a football game. 
Your fingers will find a pencil or 
typewriter difficult to handle 
smoothly even in a chilly office. 
Now, those delicate muscles at the 
tips of the fingers control the di- 


rection of a baseball. 
is in handling a _ ball the 
pitcher finds control impos- 
sible. By control I do not mean 
merely throwing the ball over 
the plate. The delicate skill is 
in working the corners and in 
making the ball break high or 
low as desired. 


F’ that fine touch is missing 


Just to appreciate the difficulties 
of a pitcher, some chilly afternoon 
suppose you take off your gloves 
that same afternoon and try to.do 
neat work on your score card with 
a pencil. You will make the 
straight marks all right but you 
will find the forming of curving let- 
ters difficult, practically impossible. 

The chilly spring weather, as a 
rule, affects Southern boys more 
than those brought up in the 
North. That, I think, is due to 
their blood being thinner. ‘Some 
men are naturally warm-blooded. 
They are the ones who show up 
well in early spring. Youngsters 
being more warm-blooded,.than the 
older men usually have an advan- 
tage in the early spring unless they 
happen to have wintered in the 
South. 

Of all the individual young play- 
ers of this spring I have been deep- 
ly impressed with Eddie Farrell, 
of our club. I have never seen a 
ballplayer show such _ steady im- 
provemént both in fielding and in 
hitting. He has been a help to the 
whole club. In fact, if Farrell con- 
tinues to play like he has of late 
it is going to be hard to get him 
out of the game under any circum- 


stances.

The protracted inquiry into the affairs 
of District Commissioner Frederick A. 
Fenning has resulted in a report by the 
House subcommittee on the District of 
Columbia severely criticizing that offi- 
cial and stating that his continuance in 
office is incompatible with the best inter- 
ests of the District. 

The people of Washington have noted 
with chagrin the revelation of one fact 
after another which, when assembled, 
have destroyed their confidence in Mr. 
Fenning and convinced them that his 
usefulness as a commissioner is at an 
end. They have reached this conclusion 
with reluctance, and after giving Mr. 
Fenning the benefit of every doubt. 

The office of District commissioner is 
the highest to which a resident of this 
District may aspire. It is a post of pe- 
culiar dignity and honor, inasmuch as the 
incumbent is chosen from among his 
fellow citizens by the President of the 
United States and charged with the duty 
of devoting his time and ability to the 
welfare of the National Capital. Any 
private course of action which impairs 
the prestige and efficiency of a commis- 
sioner is an imposition upon the appoint- 
ing power and upon the people. Once 
disclosed, it makes it impossible for a 
commissioner to retain that degree of 
popular confidence which 4s required to 
-make his administration successful. Mr. 
Fenning has fallen short of the require- 
ments of his high office. His retirement 
is desirable and necessary. 


TAXATION ON BETTING. 

In casting around for a source of taxa- 
tion, the incidence of whieh would not 
be too onerous and which yet would help 
materially to swell the coffers of a heav- 
ily drawn upon treasury, Winston 
Churchill, chancellor of the British ex- 
chequer, has hit upon betting as a sub- 
ject likely to measure up to requirements. 
He is the first British statesman to en- 
deavor to turn this idea to practical ac- 
count, but he is by no means the first to 
conceive it. Other chancellors, as well 
as taxation experts innumerable, have 
thought of it and talked of it, but hither- 
to it has been no more than a pipe-dream, 
because would-be proponents of the plan 
were always deterred from following 
their inclinations in the matter by that 
intangible but very powerful force kngwn 
as the nonconformist conscience. Many 
persons in Britain, especially among 
those who belong to the various dissent- 
ing sects which are outside the pale of 
the Anglican church, believe that, while 
betting in any form is an absolute evil 
per se, betting on horse races in partic- 
ular is the abomination of desolation, 
and that public funds levi] thereon 
would be tainted at their very source. 

The courage of desperation was there- 
fore reyuired to induce Churchill to put 
forward such a tax for consideration by 
the British parliament, That courage, 
however, he displayed and, having once 
hegun, he has stuck manfully to his pur- 
pose, though exposed to and raked by 
numerous conflicting cross-fires. He has 
been as obdurate in resisting the pleas 
of the bookmakers’ organization as in 
turning a deaf ear to the remonstrances 
of the unco guid. 

He and his party are, of course, con- 
firmed in their attitude by the belief that

A tax on betting in other countries 
than Britain is nothing new, for every 
one knows that wherever the pari-mutuel

always deducted. The novelty of the 
British plan consists in its application to 
individual wagers between man and man 
—or between man and woman, for the 
female of the species figures to some ex- 
tent among the ranks of the bookmakers 
or layers of the odds, and to a very large 
extent among the ranks of the punters, 
backers, or takers of the odds, as ei 
are variously designated. 

The motions so far adopted and re- 
jected by the house of commons seem to 
indicate that the Churchill proposal will 
pass safely into law.

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WASHINGTON’S AMAZING GROWTH. 


The rapid growth of Washington is at- 
tracting attention throughout the coun- 
try. This city has passed the 500,000 
mark and is well on the way toward its 
present goal—a population of 1,000,000, 
Its increase is now at such a ratio as to 
give assurance that the second 500,000 
will be gained with prodigious rapidity, 
such as is unknown in other countries. 

The growth of the National Capital is 
accelerated by the amazing growth of 
the United States. This city is not de- 
pendent upon trade, local conditions, or 
natural increase of population. It draws 
its vitality from the Union itself. Every 
great development elsewhere in this 
country contributes to the expansion of 
Washington, directly and indirectly. The 
centrifugal tendency of the American 
system is building up its political center. 
Unfortunate as the tendency may be in 
its iNpairment of State powers, it is cer- 
tainly materially beneficial to Washing- 
ton. The government is expanding enor- 
mously. It was presumed that the end 
of the war would mark a permanent re- 
trenchment of government personnel in 
Washington, but the retrenchment was 
only partial and temporary. 

Populations create business. This fact 
was never more clearly proved than in 
the case of Los Angeles. 
no natural resources, but as population 
increased the needs of the people de- 
veloped manufacturing, trade, and com- 
merce. It is now a productive city, sup- 
plying the needs of an extensive territory 
Washington is going through 
Its 
industrial enterprises are extending their 
activities and amplifying their plans to 
meet the demands of outlying territory 
as well as to sustain the population of 
the District. The proportion of residents 
not connected with the government is in- 
creasing more rapidly than the increase 
of government employes. 

Certain attractions give impetus to the 
increase of population. Washington’s 
natural and acquired beauty, its political 
and international importance, and its 
educational and social advantages are 
adding a most desirable element to its 
population. The delights of a well-gov- 
erned, clean, spacious capital, equipped 
with unequaled cultura] institutions and 
inhabited by an urbane, cosmopolitan so- 
ciety; are such as to attract Americans 
from every State in increasing numbers. 
They find here all the advantages they 
enjoyed at home, and they escape many 
of the disadvantages. Their horizon is 
broadened by contact with legislators, 
jurists, diplomats, scientists, educators 
and world travelers, and their Ameri- 
canism is intensified by personal observa- 
tion of the majestic spectacle of govern- 
ment in action—the greatest moving his- 
torical panorama in the world. Here the 
history of the United States unfolds 
hourly. 

It is little wonder that the environs of 
Washington, in nearby Maryland and 
Virginia, are teeming with activity in 
the laying out of streets and the building 
of houses. The United States is a gomg 
concern, and its sais is Keeping pace 
with it.

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THE FEDERAL DISTRICT. 

Out of the somewhat strenuous and 
lengthy hearings of the House District 
subcommittee which has just finished an 
investigation of District affairs comes 
the recommendation that Congress 
adopt a resolution providing for a joint 
committee of the two houses to make “a 
complete survey of the government of 
the District of Columbia.” In the report 
it is set forth that “a considerable por- 
tion of the time of each session of Con- 
gress is taken up with the consideration 
of comparatively trivial matters relating 
to the District of Columbia which ought 
to be handled by the agencies administer- 
ing the affairs of the District.” An ex- 
haustive study is necessary to determine 
how far Congress may or should go in 
that direction and still keep within the 
provisions of the Constitution. This joint 
committee, it is suggested, should re- 
port such recommendations as _ are 
deemed advisable both as to changes that 
will improve conditions in the District 
and relieve the Congress of many details 
of legislation relative thereto. 

This is the most sensible and construc- 
tive proposal that has been made by any 
committee of Congress having to do with 
District affairs that has been suggested 
in recent years. Such a joint commit- 
tee of Congress should be authorized and 
named before this session adjourns. In 
making such a survey the members ot 
the committee undoubtedly will have the 
Support and cooperation of all citizens 
of the National Capital. There are many 
complex problems involved in the rela- 
tionship of the District to the Federal 
government .and Congress that have 
never been given thorough and intelli- 
gent investigation. To solve these prob- 
lems and establish a permanent and just 
relationship will undoubtedly go far to- 
ward creating a better feeling on the part 
of the taxpayers of Washington toward 
Congress than has heretofore existed. 

Under the present nebulous relation- 
ship there is_ continual 
There should be a fixed and certain plan 
or system. Congress has abandoned the 
policy of bearing half the expenses of the 
upkeep of the District, as it has also the 
60-40 policy, and in its place has for the 
last two years appropriated a lymp sum 
of $9,000,000 as the Federal govern- 
ment’s share of expenses. The appro- 
priation made by Congress for the fiscal 
year which is soon to end was $34,658,- 
497, and for the coming fiscal year it is 
$33,918,571, a smaller sum, it is true, but 
an amount that will probably be aug- 
mented by a deficiency appropriation 
later on. The abrogation of the 50-50 
policy led to a higher rate of taxation on 
the property owners of Washington, and 
the tax rate now is the highest in the his- 
tory of the city. It is now feared that 
this high tax rate will have to be in- 
creased in order to meet the mounting 
expenses consequent upon the growth of 
Washington. 

The taxpayers of the District con- 
tribute their money in taxes. They have 
no voice:in the disposition of the money 
they pay in as taxes, or in the selection 
of the officials who administer the laws.

the privilege of giving expression to the 
needs and desires of the people, but Con- 
gress is the court of last resort. There 
have been instances where the legisla- 
tive body has acted arbitrarily and made 
the District pay in full for improvements 
that should have been borne equally by 
the Federal government and the District, 
as in the case of the $600,000 appropria- 
tion for the completion of the Rock 
Creek-Potomac parkway. 

Washington is as much the city of all 
the people as it is that of the people who 
reside here. but it appears to be the 
attitude of some members of Congress 
that because people do live at the seat of 
government they should bear more than 
their share of the expenses. 

Such a joint committee as that pro- 
posed doubtless would uncover for the 
information and benefit of Congress 
many facts that are unknown to Con- 
gress at this time. 
simplify the relationship between Con- 
gress and the District. Congress, having 
sole authority to legislate for the Dis- 
trict, is responsible for good government 
here. It should have in its possession 
complete information upon which to base 
a satisfactory system of government for 
the Federal District.

PRISONS MAKE CRIMINALS. 

The rapid increase of crime, in spite of 
rigorous punishment, and the shocking 
conditions prevailing in prisons have con- 
vinced many thoughtful Americans that 
the present prison system is not only a 
failure but a disgrace to civilization. 
Punishment by imprisonment is not eur- 
ing crime. On the contrary, prisons are 
making criminals of men who are not by 
nature habitual criminals and who would 
become law-abiding citizens if proper!’ 
treated. 

The prevention of crime is a thousand 
times more desirable than punishment of 
the criminal, even if punishment should 
work a cure and not make him more dan- 
gerous than before. Compressed in the 
words “prevention of crime’”’ is a world 
of meaning. It implies a society whica is 
so enlightened that it detects bad tenden- 
cies and corrects them, reclaiming human 
material which would otherwise infect 
the whole body of society. It also pre- 
supposes a society that does not in itself 
encourage crime by its laws or institu- 
tions. The United States is not such a 
society. It falls immeasurably short of

Her ladyship is keeper of a dive in the 
Orient. One of the revues in question has a burlesque of the play. 
During its action, the principal comedian states that he likes Chinese 
brothels because Chinese broth is always so good. This may not be 
funny, but it is witty; and, with all their faults, the revues that are 
foisted upon the public have their grand quota of wit—and humor; 
though at times the wit reaches heights of indecency and the humor 
goes all the way to levels of the sewage system. 

Rough quips and rare bits of vulgarity have been cause for more 
alarm in the theater than long themes devoted to serious plays. Juries 
are therefore called upon to condemn an entire evening’s entertainment 
when mere deletion of a passage or so would set the whole works right 
with the world. Where most off-color stuff flourishes there are usually 
worthwhile glances on the humorous side of life, to wit, the ready 
answer of the comic motorist when asked how long it took him to drive 
his car from Atlantic City to New York: “Four hours and five 
subpenas.”

burlesque where, as in the old days, slap-stick comedy is rampant. 
Burlesque on Bréattway and the Columbia Wheel in general having been 
cleaned up, as its proponents like to assure, there is now being sold 
a little bootleg burlesque on the side streets—and there the youngsters 
like to go. While their attention is focused on the higher price per- 
formances, play juries and reformers know naught of what is taking 
place in the by-ways. Hence the infractions against so-called public 
decency pass unnoticed. It all goes to show that where there is de- 
mand there must inévitably be some sort of supply. If the public or 
ony part of it wants vulgarity who is the promoter to say them nay? 
n the last analysis the public is not only the jury but the judge. As 
_et, there is no legislation compelling the American people to frequent 
the theater. “You pays your money and you gets what you get.’’ 
Otherwise, you can stay at hame and listen to the radio. 

To judge of a play, to presume to say who shall see it or who shall 
not, if it is decent or indecent, good or bad, is no child’s work. Twelve 
persons, men and women, might come near striking a just verdict in 
a murder case where facts are labeled and exhibited; where there 
is no circumstantial evidence, the summing up on each side equally 
good—and no loopholes; but to select twelve for jury duty on a play 
or revue that seems vulgar to the seminarian and just common ordinary 
flilppancy to the man-of-the-world is something else again. The view- 
points are different, the standards strangers. Theatrical tastes range 
all the way from low burlesque to grand opera. Unlike the herding 
of humanity at baseball parks and race tracks, class follows class to 
the playhouse. To get a line on audiences you must go from one 
theater to another—from the Mutual, say, to the National. 

There are in this man’s town some even dozen play reviewers, or 
more, who go to the playhouse regularly, week after week, who watch 
the New York output before and after it does duty on Broadway, and 
who then go back to their offices and scribble little pieces for their 
papers—local and out of town—and they are seldom unanimous ina 
play verdict. To one man a play is good because of this or that reason; 
to another it is vulgar because a girl lifts her skirts, or what there is 
of them, a little too high; to a third it is dull because a stupid leading 
man fails to strike a true note in the dramatic scale; to a fourth it is 
just so much trite tripe because, oh, because of various things; and so 
it is, up and down the line, with no two opinions coinciding unless the 
play is “‘grooved,” as they say in baseball—straight over the plate.

Child lovers in the vicinity of the 
present orphanage on Fourteenth 
street will miss the merry shouts 
of the children at play and the 
pleasant sight of them starting out 
for church or an outing. 


The Washington Orphan asylum 
is one of the oldest buildings in 
Washington, but: when erected was 
considered the very acme of nine- 
teenth century idea in the matter 
of pubHc institutions. It was this 
institution whi¢h received the esve- 
cial patronage of Marcia Burns Van 
Ness, daughter of the famous land- 
owner, Davey. Burns, and one of the 
treasured mementos of this gra- 
cious and, lovely American girl is 
the portrait painted of her with .wo 
of the children, which now hangs 
in the parlors of the orphange and, 
no doubt, will have a place of honor 
in the new building. 


The early founders of/ this insti- 
tution entirely agreed with the mod- 
that such institutions 
should be in the country and when 
this: was first established it was in 
a lovely sylvan locality. Marcia 
Van Ness and her fellow. workers 
used to speak of going out in the 
country to see their. charges. Pic- 
tures of the orphans of those days 
contrast. sharply with the fashion 
in which the children are dressed 
today. They had their hair tightly 
braided and wore quaint little wom- 
anish frocks with pinafores, just as 
we picture in our mind that famous 
orphan of fiction, Jane Eyre, was 
probably dressed. 

It’ would not do to mention the 
orphan asylum in the Capital city 
without calling attention to the fact 
that there is just cause to be proud 
of some of the little waifs who have 
passed in and out of the doors. 
Many of them have achieved en- 
viable success and have become val- 
vable and constructive citizens of 
Washington and other communities.

AS MARTYR 
BY AUTHOR 


The recent exploits of Comman- 
der Ryrd, U. S. N., and the intrepid 
Norwegian Raoul Amundsen in po- 
lar regions have awakened a new 
interest in the farthest North. These 
men are but gathering the fruits of 
earlier explorers who blazed the ice 
trail before them. Foremost of 
these pfoneers of exploration is 
Commander Robert Edwin Peary, 
U. §. N., the discoverer of the 
north pole. 

Therefore, it is particularly time- 
ly that Commander Fitzhugh Green, 
U.S.N., author and explorer, should 
present his new volume, ‘Peary the 
Man Who Refused to Fail’ (G. P.

It is only fair to say that had 
not Peary aroused the interest of 
the scientific world, in particular, 
and of the nations in the polar re- 
gions, there would have been no 
Amundsen and Byrd feats of today. 
Not only did this daring American 
conquer the vast waste of arctic 
land and sea, but he vanquished as 
well all the Doubting Thomases, the 
faint-hearted folk, who regarded his 
adventure as the height of fool- 
hardiness and even tried to get his 
activities curbed by the United 
States government officials. 

As a matter of fact, Peary really 
endured a martyrdom and was 
flouted and sneered at. But the in- 
domitable spirit of the man would 
not yield. His self-appointed task 
must be achieved and it was 
achieved. Peary himself is at peace 
in Arlington, his critics subdued by 
the greatness of the man. But his 
story lives on, an inspiration to 
every American lad, a sign post of 
scientific exploration for centuries 
to come. 

Peary in his trips to the polar 
regions lacked the assistance of the 
airship and the radio. He had to 
meet nature on her own ground and 
for months those to whom he was 
dear had to await the welcome 
news from his ship. 

Yet Peary foresaw the advantages 
of aviation in polar exploration. In 
1913 he took up aviation with the 
enthusiasm of youth and wrote of 
it: “There is a new art in the 
world today, the art of fiying; a 
new world to conquer, the world of 
the atmosphere; a new ocean to 
navigate and. utilize, the ocean ef 
the air, whose only coasts are in- 
finite space.”” At a dinner given 
by the Explorers’ club he prophe- 
sized that ‘‘the polar regions would |}. 
be reconnoitered and _ explored 
through the air.” Furthermore, 
the new book tells how he sketched 
routes for aviators in both polar 
regions, including his own line of 
advance to the north pole from 
Cape Columbia. In the Valhalla of 
the Just, if the affairs of earth are 
known there, the soul of Peary must 
rejoice at the successes attained by 
his fellow explorers. 

Commander.-Green tells in a Very 
graphic manner the story of Peary’s 
youth and of the growth of the ex- 
plorer’s spirit in his young man- 
hood. Again And again he stresses 
with actual happening and anecdote | 
the subtitle of the book, “The Man 
Who Refused to Fail.” That was 
the keynote of Peary’s life. In his 
bright lexicon there was no such 
word as ‘“fail.’”” He had to win and 
‘win he did. 


AUSLANDER 
PUBLISHES 
NEW SONGS 


New songs from Joseph Auslan- 
Ger, a modern lyricist, are con- 
tained in the ‘‘Cyclops’ Eye” (Har- 
per & Bros., New York), which 
compares favorably with “Sunrise 
Trumpets,’’ an earlier volume by 
the same author. 

In the new book are several long- 
er poems of great intensity and 
power. The stuff of human life is 
wrought into ‘‘Steel,”’ a poem which 
won high favor upon its first pub- 
lication in the American Mercury. 
Throughout the poems Mr. Auslan- 
der has kept uppermost. his skill in 
word painting and imagery. 

In ‘‘Steel’’ we see the sordid 
dramas, ‘‘the short and simple an- 
nals of the poor.”’ The story of 
Steve, the steel worker, is one of 
poignant beauty and gripping real- 
ism. The law of contrasts is under- 
stood thoroughly by the author and 
with infinite care he plays upon the 
heart strings in his deft pictures 
wrought into this poem. 

There is a fine restraint now 
and then about Mr. Auslander’s 
work, especially in some of his 
briefer poems. Take this one called 
“Charity of Frost,’’ for instance:

“THE SEASONS IN A FLOWER 
GARDEN.” By Louise Shelton 
(Charles ‘Scribner’s Sons, New 
York). 

The joy of a well-planned, suc- 
cessful garden, the work of one’s 
hands, and ‘time is a joy forever 
from early spring to late fall and 
throughout the winter months 
when the gardenmaker can sit be- 
fore the open fire and know that 
under the snow lie potentialities of 
beauty in the garden, just waiting 
for the incitation of warmer weath- 
er to shoot forth. 

Edition aftér edition for 20 years 
has proven the value of Miss Shel- 
ton's little book as a handbook of 
information and instruction for the 
amateur. It does not leave the 
reader guessing any month in the 
year or in any climate of the United 
States, but carries on from June 
to September, from October to May, 
with minute instruction of the de- 
tails of garden making and garden 
planning in every climate and warn- 
ing of the perils which might de- 
stroy the carefully planted flowers. 

While this book is most practical, 
Miss Shelton has enlivened it with 
many well.selected passages of 
prose and verse and original little 
gems of thought, apropos of each 
month. 

The new edition contains all the 
up-to-date methods as applied to 
floral culture and also contains in- 
teresting photographs of  well- 
known gardens jn the United States. 


“THE RED GODS CALL.” By C. E. 
Scoggins (The Bobbs Merrill Co., 
Indianapolis). 

This is a story of an every-day 
real estate salesman in the town of 
Milo, Ind., who felt the call of ad- 
venture after rescuing a most en- 
gaging wanderer from the rear end 
of a train which stopped for a sec- 
ond at the Milo station. 

Gus, the wanderer, becomes a 
staid family man in the little town, 
contented for the most part to tell 
the adventures of his youth, but 
Howard Prossley, spurred by the 
tales of adventure and hazard of the 
tramp, starts forth to seek his for- 
tune and becomes involved in inter- 
national plots and revolutions in 
Mexico end South American coun- 
tries. 

It gives one pause even in perus- 
ing a strictly fiction story to real- 
ize that the claims of the American 
citizen to protection are heeded less 
than those of English and other na- 


, tions. 


In this book there is intrigue, 
romance and that tense adventure 
which smacks of reality. It is a far 
cry from the prosaic American town 
to the romantic tropics and yet the 
action of the book dovetails those 
two places most cleverly and con- 
sistently together. 

Those who like fiction realistic 
as to description and historical fact 
will really enjoy Mr. Scoggins’ book. 
He has in it not only. the tempera- 
ment of the people about whom he 
writes, but the effect of their 
thoughts and actions on national 
and international relations. 


“THE TORRENTS OF SPRING.” 
By Ernest Hemingway (Charies 
Scribner’s Sons, New York). 
This is another of those novels 

which some present-day writers 
consider the acme of modern liter- 
ary effort. There is always a linger- 
ing suspicion in the mind of the 
reader that such art in concealing 
the real point about which the 
theme revolves must ognly be 
achieved by the author standing on 
his head while at work in order to 
get the proper reverse angle. 

This is a romantic novel in honor 
of the passing of a great race, ac- 
cording to the designation by the 
publisher, but we leave it to the 
reader as to just how much this 
subtitle has to do with the book. 
In the words of the debutante, “It 
is all most subtle and intriguing 
and elusive.”’ 

Of course the book is madé more 
interesting to those who fancy this 
type of casual art by the notes of 
the author interrupted in his work 
by various literary characters of 
popular note. 

This tragic tale which purposely 
stresses the ridiculous in a most 
subtle manner is the story of Yoji 
Johnson, of the pump factory of 
Petoskey, Mich., and of his friend, 
Scripps O'Neill, who married the 
elderly waitress Diana of Brown’s 
beanery. Diana takes a most 
modern and unwaitresslike system 
of holding her husband which, by 
the way, proves sutcessful in the 
end, by reading to him from the 
American Mercury, 
ter Guardian and the Monitor. 

We suppose this book is humor 
in the raw and far be it from us to 
take issue with an author who by 
his own testimony is a familiar of

AROUND HOME, By Peter McAr- 
thur (George Sully & Co., New 
York). 

‘**Around Home,’ the dearest of 
places {immortalized in essays which 
cause us to fall in love with life 
and laughter and simple joys.” 

In the Pogues agi by. 
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Peter McArthur, is most fitting be- 
cause in spite of the lure of the 
lights and companionship and fame 
of Broadway he preferred to re- 
turn to the simple pioneer home of 
his father’s in western Ontario, to 
raise his family in quiet and sim- 
plicity, and from thence to preach 
for the remainder of his days, the 
happiness and wholesomeness of 
rural life. 

These essays contain humor and 
pathos and beauty of diction which 
are, perhaps, the three elements re- 
sponsible for their popular appeal. 

‘In fact, they are a symphony of 
the whole of the great scheme of 
living centered on the home with 
the importance of simple things in 
the pursuit of happiness, especially 
emphasized. This is a book which 
will be a companion in many a 
troubled part of life’s journey for 
those who have ogce read it. It 
does not preach but soothes, and in 
an indirect fashion instructs. The 
four parts are divided under the 
titles of Spring. Summer, Autumn, 
Winter, and to the homelover en- 
joyment will be had in keeping up 
with the seasons. 

It is, for instance, quite proper to 
place the essay on whittling, the 
urge which animates the boy and 
the man alike under the heading of 
spring. /‘“Yesterday,’”’ this essay 
states, "I re-discovered the great 
art of whittling.

THE MISSIONARY IDEA OF LIFE 
AND RELIGION. By J. F. Me- 
Fayden, M. A., D. D. (Charles 
Scribner’s Sons, New York.) 

This book discusses in a nontech- 
nical way the questions which arise 
in the minds of many intelligent 
men and women in regard to the 
missionary enterprise. 

It deals with this question in a 
frank and friendly manner. The 
volume should strike a fresh note 
in the literature of today, which 
seeks to in‘erpret the larger grasp 
of religious idealism and oppor- 
nity which the message implies. 


THE WAR PERIOD OF AMERI- 
CAN FINANCE; 1908-1925. By 
Alexander D. Noyes (G. P. Put- 
nam’s Sons, New York.) 

In this book is a continuation of 
the former one by the same author, 
“Forty Years of American Fi- 
nance.’””’ It has been written in 
response to numerous and urgent 
requests to extend the theories and 
deductions and information to cover 
the period of the European war. It 
was originally planned to add three 
or four chapters to the older book 
and publish them with the rest. It 
became evident that the necessary 
scope of the financial narrative 
would not admit of it being com- 
bined with any other valume. 
There is included in the new book, 
however, a resume of the subject 
matter in the older book.

THE MODERN SUNDAY SCHOOL. 
By George Hamilton Archibald, 
principal of Westhill ‘Training 
college, Birmingham, England. 
(The Century Co,, New York.) 

_ This is a practical treatise of the 
theory and practice of Sunday 
school organization. It is written 
trom the viewpoint of the practical 
osychologist and on its theoretical 
side deals with the ps 
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ter. To achieve this ideal’ would 
seem to be the underlying purpose 
behind this book. Mr. Huddleston 
writes from the viewpoint of a 
friendly sojourner in the land of 
which he writes. A frequent con- 
tributor on the subject to leading 
periodicals, he brings a trained pen 
to the discussion of the spirit that 
is France. 

He has made a thorough study 
of French problems and as the 
spectator usually sees most of the 
play about it, he has had signal 
opportunities to gauge values. He 
has given particular attention to 
the central facts of family life and 
to the position of the Frenchwoman, 
and the French press, theater, mu- 
sic, philosophy and science also are 
discussed. Nor does he neglect the 
political forces and personalities of 
the politicians. 


Writes of Defenses. 

He finds the demand for security 
the key of French policy and gives 
some illuminating statistics on the 
present status of the French army, 
navy and air service. 

As he points out, the most pow- 
erful army today in Europe is that 
of France. What the Locarno pact 
will do to alter this situation is as 
yet an undetermined factor. Mr. 
Huddleston finds the “security” 
note a trifle overstrained, and says 
that “it has been made to cover a 
multitude of sins.’ 

Nearly 700,000 men are under 
arms in France, 400,000 of whom 
were secured by conscription for 
eighteen months, a period of time 
less than before the world war. 
There is a decided hintgfo us that 
in France great importance is at- 
tached to the airplane, and she can 
easily put into the air a force of 
1,250. machines. Her navy is 
served with hydroplanes and there 
is no doubt but that France is the 
strongest air power in the world 
today. 

As regards her navy, France is 
distinctly weak. Yet she has 50 
naval aviation squadrons, and the 
marine also possesses two rigid 
airships. 


Is Less Thrifty. 

The greater freedom of young 
unmarried women is considered: by 
Mr. Huddleston to be one of the 
outstanding features of the new 
France. The new France also is 
less thrifty than was the old one, 
he points out, and less Insular. 
Her period of unrest is about over, 
however. 

That the French spirit is a real- 
ity is a claim of the author. The 
French are also a temperate peo- 
ple, and he declares that since the 
abolition of absinthe he has noticed 
practically no drunkenness; yet the 
proportion of teetotalers is remark- 
ably low. 

There is a vogue of physical 


| training just now in France, as- 


serts Mr. Huddleston. Cycle races 
are very popular, and football is 
claiming many devotees; but base- 
ball never has gotten a hold upon 
the imaginations of the French 
people. 

France has not experienced the 
crime waves which have alarmed 
the thoughtful in America since the 
world war. 


No Feminist Mavement. 

The position of the young un- 
married girl has gained in freedom 
since the world war is because of 
the heavy toll of manhood paid by 
that nation in the conflict. Having 
once tasted the sweets of liberty the 
French girl is reluctant to relin- 
quish and she has cajoled and coax- 
ed her way into their continuance. 
The changed position of woman- 
kind has been a mild revolution in 
France, with the woman victors as 
usual. Yet there is no feminist 
movement in France to speak of. 
Mr. Huddleston, explaining this 
matter, thus writes: ‘“‘The French- 
woman is quite content with the 
situation she enjoys and which, 
with her special qualities, she must 
continue to enjoy. It has been well 
remarked thdt there is a curious 
approximation of the sexes in 
France, and that in no other part 
of Europe are men and women s0 
nearly alike.”’ In all France only 
about 12,000 women are active 
members of votes-for-women or- 
ganizations and the vast body of 
French women are not in the least 
interested in the subject. 

The author asserts that the the- 
ater and fiction of France do not 
give a proper view of French life, 
as they are manifestly imaginative 
and fictional matter, and the people 
attend the theaters and read these 
books simply for amusement. 

Mr. Huddleston presents an at- 
tractive France to his reading pub- 
lic. He has written frankly with 
no false sense of flattery or gloss- 
ing over the evil to make all appear 
good. Such an attitude is the great- 
est compliment he could have paid 
to the people of whom he has writ- 
en.

A new volume by Dr. O. A. Toff- 
teen, entitled “A Forgotten Relig- 
ion,’”’ though. written in a serious 
spirit, this volume differs radically 
from anything as yet published on 
the religion of the Nazarene. It 
abounds with startling propositions 
which amount to nothing less than 
a revaluation of both church and 
Christianity. We beg to call your 
attention to a few of these: 

Jesus was not the founder of 
either the church or Christianity. 
He never dreamt of them. These 
were founded by the followers of 
Paul. 

A sharp line is drawn between 
Christians 
| Nazarene, 

Jesus and David were not Jews. 
Both were of pure Gothic stock of 
a colony from old Gutium, which in 
ancient times had been settled in 
(Bethlehem) Ephrathah. 

The “‘angel’ was the father of the 

human Jesus. 
' Jesus was the founder of “the 
Kingdom of the Heavens,” which 
was not identical with the King- 
dom of God, but was an organism 
existing upon earth for the purpose 
of creating a new social, economic 
and religious order. 

This kingdom ‘was organized as 
a secret brotherhood, including sev- 
eral degrees and institutions, of 
which the master was the king. 

The master taught no doctrines 
or dogmas, but presented his teach- 
ing to the people under the guise of 
parables and symbols, These were 
realized in a number of mysteries, 
which were celebrated and partici- 
pated in by his brotherhood only.

SESQUICENTENNIAL BOOK 
GIVES AN INTIMATE VIEW 
INTO LIFE OF JEFFERSON 


Among the collection of books 
written for the sesquicentennial 
none will be more eagerly read than 
the thin little volume, ‘The Bloom 
of Monticello,”’ by Elizabeth 
Hatcher Sadler (Whittet & Shep- 
person, Richmond), which tells not 
of Thomas Jefferson, writer of the 
Declaration of Independence whose 
150th anniversary is being observed 
from coast to coast, but of Thomas 
Jefferson, farmer, botanist and hor- 
ticulturist. 

Never was there a greater lover 
of the things of nature than Jef- 
ferson. The same scientific judg- 
ment he gave to the formulation of 
new rules of national living he 
brought to problems of his gardens 
and trees. As in government so in 
agriculture he was an experimen- 
talist never fearing to try something 
new. We find him gravely ex- 
changing seeds and plants with La- 
fayette and other European friends, 
and during a single season at Mon- 
ticello he was experimenting with 
the raising of rice, raisins and figs 
on the wide’ slopes of that beauti- 
ful home. 

It is safe to say that even after 
he had been President of the 
United States that Jefferson would 
have set down his occupation in life 
as farmer and that title was to him 
the noblest possible to man. 


SHARED WITH WIFE 


A farmer to the sage of Monti- 
cello meant a man whose constant 
study was that of seed, soils, crops 
and improved machinery; a man who 
religiously observed the law of the 
land, whose planting was not done 
haphazardly, but with due concern 
to the season; a man who rotated 
his crops so as to preserve the 
pristine freshness of soil as far as 
he could, and a man who kept gar- 
den books where accumulated bits 
of wisdom would insure success to 
other generations which would 
come after him. For ten years the 
glory of the-bloom and harvest of 
Monticello was shared by Martha 
Skelton, the frail wife of Jeffer- 
son, who, like him, was a lover of 
nature. He called her the lady of 
the flowers. 

As Mrs. Sadler said after her 
death he found solace in his gar- 
den. “‘With the loss of kis wife,’’ 
she writes, ‘“‘he did not lose his love 
of flowers. Sringtime in the gar- 
den meant springtime always in the 
heart of Thomas Jefferson, and 
wherever he went, he found his way 
into a garden and made friends with 
the flowers.” 

When Jefferson was made minis- 
ter plenipotentiary to Europe he 
found great delight exploring the 
beautiful old pleasure gardens of 
England and examined them,

When Jefferson retired as Presi- 
dent one of his last purchases in the

lettuce, white snaps, garlic and Han- 
over turnips. It was noted in Wash- 
ington society that one of the surest 
ways to insure the attention of Jef- 
ferson was to discourse with him 
on agricultural matters. Once writ- 
ing to George Washington on politi- 
cal matters he burst into things 
more congenial, writing: “‘I put 
away this disgusting dish of old 
fragments and talk to you of my 
peas and clover. [I verily believe 
that a fleld of 365 acres sowed in 
wheat in April this twelvemonth 
has given me a ton to the acre at 
the first cutting this spring. I shall 
hereafter put peas into the broad- 
cast, proposing that one of my sow- 
ings of wheat shall be after two 
years of clover and the other one 
after two years of peas.”’ 

He taught his children to share 
his love for trees and flowers. In 
his ‘letters to them he constantly 
urged them to keep their eyes open 
to the abounding beauties of nature 
about them. With a quaint desire 
to be both father and mother to his 
motherless Maria, he writes to her: 
“When you go out of doors, re- 
member, though, as a _ constant 
charge, never to go without your 
bonnet, because it will make you 
ugly and then we shall not love you. 
so much.” 


PLEA FOR KINDNESS 


In a letter to his daughter Martha 
Jefferson Randolph he admonished 
her to inculeate love and kindness 
toward animals and birds in her 
children. ‘“‘I congratulate you on 
‘he arrival of the mockingbird,” he 
wrote. “Teach all the children to 
venerate it as a supreme being er 
as a being that will haunt them if 
any harm is done to itself or its 
eggs. I shall hope that the multl- 
plication of cedar in the neighbor- 
hood and of trees and shrub around 
the house will attract more of 
them.”* 


In a last letter written to Mrs. 
Bankhead from Monticello, Jeffer- 
son gives a poetiqo prophecy of his 
own death which was to follow ina 
‘ew months. It was as follows: 

“Dear Anne: Nothing new has 
happened in our neighborhood since 
you left us. The houses and the 
trees stand where they did: the 
flowers come forth like the belles of 
the day, have their short reign of 
beauty and splendor, and retire like 
them to the more interesting office 
of reproducing their like.. The 
hyacinths and tulips are off the 
stage; the irises are giving place to 
the belladonna, as these will to the 
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GORDON YOUNG, 
author of “The Vengeance of 
Hurricane Williams.” 


OLD FORMS 
HELD BEST 
FOR POETRY 


The advance of America in the 
world of poesy is gratifyingly set 
forth in the compact volume ‘Year 
Book of Poems, 1926" (American 
Poetry Association, Boston.) 

As is well known the objects of 
the association are the study of 
poetry and the encouragement of 
American writers of poetry, accord- 
ing to the highest classical and pro- 
gressive standards of this art. 

Lovers of poetry will rejoice that 
the editors of the Year Book did not 
include verse written in ‘freak 
forms.’’ ‘Most of the poems in- 
cluded were written in regular 
meters or approaching them. This 
was a wise decision because poets 
whose work survives the flery test 
of time have found the old meters 
“good enough for them.’’ Near 
prose or near verse has been ig- 
nored. 

The stately Pindaric Ode by 
Grace Evelyn Brown is a stirring 
utilization of this noblest form of 
lyrical expression. It will be re 
membered that Pindar composed @ 
few odes in three triads only and 
the example -used by Miss Brown 
was of this character. She modeleg@ 
her ‘“‘Victory Over Death” from the 
Third Ishmian Ode with amazing 
success, ending with the memorable 
line ‘‘Each fragment of Omniscience 
finds its brooding soul.”’ 

The old French forms proved in- 
spirational to other poets, for in- 
stance, the ‘Triolet of V. Wain- 


wright.

As Charles 
Hammond Gibson, the editor fur- 
ther truly says: “Blevation of 
thought, true imagination, beauty 
of expression, taste in the selection 
of ornament, and images that 
strike the reader as natural and 
inevitable, are more likely to pro- 
duce poetry, than the straining for 
new expressions and oddities, that 
too frequently end by being merely 
bizarre.”

‘ 7 EDNESDAY an exhibition by 
Ay the “*X"’ Painters of’ Wash- 

ington will be opened to the 
public at the Corcoran gallery. This 
will be the mst important exhi- 
bition that will be held in Wash- 
ington during the summer. It will 
be ‘open all summer and will be an 
opportunity for the Washington 
painters to register with the public 
throughout the country. 


During the summer many visitors 
come to the city who have not the 
time and the opportunity to come 
at any other time. More and more 
are the “galleries throughout the 
country realizing the importance of 
having summer exhibitions. During 
the summer all America is ‘‘on the 
move.” Often, perhaps more fre- 
quently than usual, do these tour- 
ists drop into an art gallery in the 
course of their wanderings. 

For -the enlightenment of the 
public as well as to make the works 
of the artists better known, these 
summer exhibitions are an excellent 
idea. The director of the Corcor- 
an gallery is progressive enough to 
recognize this tendency and has 
given a=sgroup of Washington 
artists this unusual opportunity. to 
exhibit their works. The ‘“X’’ 
Painters have been unusually quiet 
during the year. as regards -group 
work. This is an excellent time to 
garner the fruits of their activities 
during the winter and _ spring 
months and to Tet the public have 
an opportunity to see for them- 
selves what they have accom- 
plished.

has been much activity 
and preparation in the group, so 
the exhibition will be looked for- 
werd to with keen anticipation.

Ten in First Group. 


The original number of the 
group was ten, hence the name and 
designation of the ‘‘X’’.. Painters, 
which has since expanded into thir- 
teen. Jhe painters represent the 
most active men painters in the 
city agd,.sustain a high standard of 
excellence. At the recent biennial 
exhibition at the Corcoran gallery, 
many of these painters were repre- 
sented by paintings that held their 
own with any that were seen in the 
exhibition. 

Arthur F. Musgrave will be rep- 
resented by two canvases that he 
painted while in the Bermudas last 
winter. Eben F. Comins will send 
“The Three Sisters,’’ a decorative 
group of three young women that 
is full of color and interest; ‘‘The 
Radio; Everybody Home and 
Quiet’’ and “‘A Bunch of Flowers.”’ 
Mr. Comins is interested in the 
most progressive phases of modern 
art and is courageous. enough not 
to let well enough alone, but does 
a great deal of experimenting with 
painting and reaches most inter- 
esting expressions. 
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be represented in the forthcoming 
exhibition. Mr. Fahnsworth 
passed the winter in Spain paint- 
ing and studying the Spanish types 
and is now in France painting. 


Departs from Style. 


Cameron Burnside has departed 
from the manner of painting that 
won him fame and recognition in 
France and which delighted many 
in his “‘one man’’ show in the Van- 
dyck galleries last year-.and has 
made interesting discoveries and 
experiments.in the realm of color 


Charles A. Dunn is also experi- 
menting in his art and is doing the 
unusual thing. If he makes a suc- 
cess, as he undoubtedly did with 
the portrait he had exhibited in the 
last show of the Society of Wash- 
ington Artists, he is.not content to 
go on in the same manner in the 


next portrait, but he seeks out an- 
other method and manner of pre- 
sentation. In this way the artists is 
sure to progress and come into new- 
er expressions. He will send two 
portraits, one of which has been 
exhibited in the*Pennsylvania Acad- 
emy of Fine Arts, ‘“‘The Girl in the 
Red Coat.” He has also had a por- 
trait exhibited'in the last academy 
show in New York in the spring. 
Mr. Dunn, who is going ahead with 
great strides in his work is: plan- 
ning to spend the summer in Santa 
Barbara painting along the coast. 


Show Stone Portrait. 


Burtis Baker will exhibit the por- 
trait of Silas C. Stone, of Boston, 
a portrait that is a strong piece of 
work and an excellent likeness as 
well. Mr. Baker shows in his por- 
traits that there can be vital paint- 
ing that is not impressionistic or 
“sketchy,” but that vitality is not 
incompatible with quality, texture 
and strong drawing. He has been 
most successful in his portraits of 
men, notable ‘in that of Theodore 
M. Dilleway, director of the fine 
arts in the public schools of Phila- 
delphia. This is especially a strong 
portrait of a striking personality 
and a fine presentation. 

Mr. Baker has been very busy 
lately on several portrait commis- 
sions. He is at present painting 
the portrait of Mrs. George Hamil- 
ton, the wife of one of the trus- 
— of the Corcoran gallery. He 

as recently sold to the art gallery 

in Macon, Ga., the painting called 
“The Black Mantilla,” which was 
reproduced in The Post last year. 
The artist has a sensitive feeling 
for the beauty and the decorative 
value of line and contour in .the 
painting of women, which he shows 
strikingly in his portrait of ‘“‘A Girl 
in Profile,”” which he has recently 
exhibited. This is an especially 
happy painting. 

At Philadelphia, in the sesqui- 
centennial exposition, he will be 
represented by four paintings: 
“Ivory and Old Gold,” shown in 
the recent Corcoran’ exhibition; 
“Girl in Red,’’ “Still Life’ and “In- 
terior With Figures.” A landscape 
in oil, “‘Moonlight Wizardry,” will 
also be shown in the exhibition in 
the Corcoran gallery this summer.

Jerry Fahnsworth, who, with his

Eugen Wiesz, Edgar Nye and 
Carl Rakeman have been busy re- 
cently working on canvases for the 
sesquicentennial. Mr. Nye has been 
working on canvases for the De- 
partment of Agriculture and for 
the bureau of roads in which he has 
illustrated the development of 
roads and. transportation since 
1876. This has kept him occupied 
for nearly two months. He will 
send three oil canvases to the exhi- 
bition of the ‘‘X” painters, ‘‘Sail-

Rowell on Display. 


The portrait, of the well-known 
painter, Lucien Powell, was on ex- 
hibition in the studio of Mrs. 
Minnigerode Andrews when it was 
just completed and called forth 
many. expressions of admiration 
from the artists present as well as 
the other guests. This is painted 
in an entirely different manner 
which is quite in keeping with the 
subject. The artist is shown in his 
uniform of a Confederate veteran, 
showing to advantage the face so 
full of character The portrait of 
Dr. Angle Crawford, former dean of 
the Theological seminary, near Alex- 
andria, Va., was unveiled on June 
3. This portrait is strong, and ex- 
pressive of a vital personality and 
is considered most successful by 
those who have seen it.

Brought Adoption of 
Standard Colors. 


FIRST DESIGN DATES 
BACK 10 CABOT TIME 


Stripe in Present Flag Was 
Adopted From Pattern 
of Hollanders. 


A unique collection, showing 35 
flags of America in their historical 
sequence, original dimensions, cor- 
rect coloring, including 19 flags de- 
picting the evolution of “Old 
Glory,” has been assembled -by the 
Navy Department. 

The collection traces the evolu- 
tion of the Stars and Stripes from 
the Cross of St. George, the flags 
used by early colonists, and revolu- 
tionary war flags, all of which have 
been reproduced by the depart- 
ment. 

A study of influences leading to 
he selection of the colors and de- 
sign of the first United States flag, 
which was adopted June 14, 1777, 
has been made by Commander W. R. 
Furlong, U. S. N., student of flag 
history and the N lavy Department’s 
representative at the cs sates flag 
conference of 1924, that drafted 
the rules on flag etiquette. 

The first in the collection is the 
flag flown by the expedition that 
discovered the North American con- 
tinent. This was a simple banner of 
St. George’s cross, in red on a white 
field, the old flag of England. 


Carried by Cabot. 


Shis flag was carried by the 
expedition:of Giovanni Cabot, or as 
he is\ more familiarly known, John 
Cabot, the Italian navigator, explor- 
ing for England, who discovered 
the North American continent in 
1497. Sailime along the east coast 
for 1,000 miles, he laid the founda- 
tion of English claims to North 
America. 

The flag was borne later 
Capt. John Smith’s ships to the 
gettlement at’ Jamestown, Va., in 
1607; and again by the Mayflower 
to the Plymouth, Mass., settlement 
in 1620. 

Next in the Navy Department’s 
collection is “‘thel,King’s colors,” or 
the “Union Jack,” \designed in 1606; 
symbolinzing the wnion of England 
and Scotland after King James took 
the throne of the united kingdoms 
in 1603. This union was represent- 
ed in the English flag by imposing 
the English red cross of St. George 
on the Scottish white diagonal 
eross of St. Andrew, on a field of 
blue. 

There are records of the use of 
this flag on forts in thispcountry in 
1679 and 1696, and this ensignt was

above it. This design was carried 
by Rhode Island troops at Brandy- 
wine, Trenton and Yorktown, but 
the stars were of gilt on a light blue 
canton. 


Select New Design. 


Following the early use of the 
English ensign which carried the 
St. George cross in the canton there 
came into use in the colonies in the 
eighteenth century the red British 
ensign carrying the union jack in 
the canton. This British flag was 
altered after the Revolution had be- 
gun by placing 13 stripes in the fly 
of the fig under the British union 
jack. 

It was called the ‘‘grand union 
fiag,’’ and was hoisted by Lieut. 
John Paul Jones on December 3, 
1775, in the newly-formed Ameri- 
can fleet off Philadelphia. On Jan- 
uary 1 or 2, 1776, it was raised 
over the newly-organized American 
army at Washington’s headquarters 
in Cambridge. In the correspond- 
ence of that day it was referred 
to as the ‘‘American colors.” It is 
interesting to note that although 
these ‘‘American colors’? were used 
six months before the Declaration 
of Independence, they still carried 
the British union jack in the corner. 
The thirteen united colonies were 
depicted by the thirteen stripes of 
the fleld. 

No flag was authorized by act 
of Congress until nearly a year 
after the Declaration of Independ- 
ence. That the ‘‘grand union” flag 
was little used in the army, is seen 
from the many flags of other de- 
signs carried by the revolutionary 
troops. In the navy, on account of 
the necessity of telling a friend 
from a foe by his colors, the same 
flag was generally used by all Con- 
gress ships. 


Adopt National Flag. 


In 1775, it was usually the pine 
tree flag; in 1776, and until June 


required in all British dominions 
by a parliamentary actrof 1707. 

The term “Union Jack’’ was 
probably derived from King James 
signing documents in the French 
“Jacques,’’ the pronunciation of 
which is not unlike “Jack.” The 
‘‘ynion’’ came to be applied to that 
part of our national flag carrying 
the stars. In fact, when ‘this part 
of the flag is flown alone on bows 
of ships, it is called | the ‘‘union 
jack” or simply ‘‘jack.’ 


Use British Term. 


It often causes Britishers sur- 
prise at hearing Americans speak 
of their union of stars as_ the 
‘‘union jack,’’ because to the Eng- 
lishman this means his flag with 
the union of crosses. Three flags 
that had an early influence on the 
design of the “Stars and Stripes’ 
were the striped flags of the Dutch 
republic. The Dutch, it will»be re- 
membered, first colonized ‘New 
Netherlands,’’ before it became 
‘New York.” This territory includ- 
ed New York, New Jersey, Penn- 
sylvania and Delaware. 

Settlements in these States were 
made by Dutch colonists under 
their flags; that of the Dutch West 
India Co., with three stripes of 
orange, white and blue; the United 
States of Netherlands, with six 
stripes of red, white and blue, and 
the Rotterdam flag of green and 
white stripes. 

It may be an interesting digres- 
sion to state that not only the 
striped pattern for our flag came 
from the Hollanders, but the word 
‘stripe’ itself and other words re- 
lating to the flag, such as ‘“‘fly,’’ 
*‘“*field’’ and ‘‘bunting.”’ 

The English East India Co. fin- 
ally crowded the Dutch out of sea 
trade and this company brought a 
new flag to America, a nine or ten 
striped banner of alternating red 
and white stripes, with a small St. 
George’s cross of red in the upper 
corner next to the staff. 

One of the variations in this flag 
was a.pine tree or globe, repre- 
senting the New World, in the 
upper left quarter of the union, 
formed by the arms of the St. 
George cross. In some flags of this 
period, the pine tree replaced the 
St. George cross entirely.

14, 1777, the grand union, and 
after June 14, 1777, the Stars and 
Stripes. Privateers carried striped 
and rattle-snake flags of various 
designs but it, soon became neces- 
sary to carry a uniform design, and 
this forced the adoption of a na- 
tional flag. This is why the reso- 
lution for the adoption of the stars 
and stripes appeared in the minutes 
of the marine committee meeting 
of June 14, 1777. 

Because green was such a promi- 
nent color in early revolutionary 
war flags, it would not have beén 
at all surprising if that color had 
found its way into the national em- 
‘blem. One of thé. most striking 
flags of the revolutionary war was 
a flag with green fly and a union of 
thirteen links in an endless chain. 
Outside the circle of links, was a 
circle of thirteen hands or mailed 
fists emerging from clouds and 
Erasping the links. In the center 
of the chain was a pine tree of 
green on a blue field. This was the 
flag of the Newburyport (Mass:), 
company. Green was also the color 
of the pine tree and liberty tree 
flags of revolutionary days. 

In April, 1776, the Massachusetts 
council prescribed green and white 
as the uniform of officers in their 
sea service, and in the same year 
the marine committee of the Con- 
tinental Congress in Philadelphia 
resolved that the uniform of ma- 
rine officers be a green coat, white 
waistcoat and breeches edged with 
green, Green was the color of the 
early revolutionary cavalry’s uni- 
form, Marion’s riders wearing the 
Romanesque helmet of the French 
dragoons and cuirassiers, and a 
green, skirted tunic with white re- 
vers similar to that of the French 
guides cavalry, whose uniform the 
first Napoleon was somewhat par- 
tial to, wearing it quite frequently. 
The Culpepper Minute Men wore 
green hunting shirts and the stand- 
ard of the Georgia Rangers in the 
latter part of the war carried green 
and white stripes. 


Green Not Favored. 


When it came to adopting the 
Stars and Stripes, however, the 
color scheme of green was dropped 
and various flags of red, white and 
blue that had been familiar to 
American colonists for more than 
100 years exercised the prevailing 
influence in the design for the Stars 
and Stripes. 

In the Journal of Congress, June 
14, 1777, there appeared the reso- 
lution that gave this country the 
Stars and Stripes. ‘‘Resolved,’’ it 
read, ‘“‘That the flag of the thirteen 
United States be thirteen stripes, 
alternate red and white; that the 
union be thirteen stars, white in a 
blue field, representing a new con- 
stellation.’” There is no record of 
any discussion of the design nor 
are there any contemporary writ- 
ings on the subject. 

The résolution adopting the flag 
appears in the Journal of Congress 
among a whole page of resolutions 
presented by the marine committee 
on the subject of the navy.

Europe, show that the early navy 
flags were arranged with the stars 
in horizontal parallel rows. Due to 
their number, the stars were stag- 
gered, that is, the stars in one row 
were placed opposite the spaces be- 
tween the stars in the next, so that 
they looked like a constellation in 
the heavens, as the resolution had 
described them. On one ship they 
were in five rows; on another, in 
three. 


Ingenuity began to be displayed 
in the arrangement of stars in un- 
Official flags. In some they were 
arranged in a square; in others, 
in a circle. Some had them in the 
shape of a single star, a diamond 
or forming the letters ‘“‘U. S.” 

At first, the Stars and Stripes 
were looked upon merely as a navy 
flag, but in 1818, under the third 
flag law, the present general design 
of the flag was established. This 
held the number of stripes to thir- 
teen and added a star for each 
State. The second flag law, passed 
by Congress in May, 1795, provided 
fifteen stripes for fifteen States as 
well as fifteen stars; but as the 
number of States was increasing 
by 1818, it was found necessary to 
curtail the amount of stripes. 


Capt. Samuel Chester Reid, of 


the navy, hero of a two-day engagg- 
ment between his small brig and a 
British squadron of three large 
Ships, was called by the congres- 
sional committee to design a flag, 
and it was his idea to hold the num- 
ber of red and white stripes to thir- 
teen for the original thirteen States 
and to add a star to the union for 
each new State admitted. 


Change Star Formation. 


On May 18, 1818, the navy com- 
missioners issued an order, placing 
the stars in accordance with the 
navy custom, in parallel horizontal 
rows and with the stars on the sec- 
ond and fourth rows moved to the 
right, one-half of a star’s space. 
The order was signed by Commo- 
dore John Rogers, president of the 
navy commissioners. Six months 
later, he issued a change in the 
arrangement of the stars, approved 
by the President. This order re- 
quired that the stars be arranged 
in vertical and horizontal parallel 
rows. 

The act of 1818 gave the fixed 
rule of adding a new star on the 
Fourth of July next succeeding the 
admission of the State, but made 
no statement as to the exact ar- 
rangement of the stars and this has 
been a matter with which the Navy 
Department has been chiefly con- 
cerned. 

This is because the navy flies the 
Union alone without the stripes in 
the bow of ships. The navy has 
attended to details as to proportions

In 1834, the army prescribed the 
Stars and Stripes to replace its gar- 
rison flag then in use. 

The manner in which the last 
two stars were added is an inter- 
esting example of the process. A 
letter to the Secretary of the Navy 
signed by Admiral Dewey. recom- 
mended how the stars should be ar- 
ranged for the States of Arizona 
and New Mexico. The letter was 
forwarded to the President by the 
Secretary of the Navy. Below Ad- 
miral Dewey’s signature is the 
word ‘‘approved,’”’ and the signa- 
ture of President Taft. The next 
step was a letter from the Secre- 
tary of the Navy to all government 
department inclosing a _ blueprint 
for their guidance in arranging the 
stars to conform with the method 
approved by the President. 

Admiral Dewey’s letter directed 
that “the star representing the 
State of New Mexico be added to 
the second row of the present con- 
stellation, placing each star directly 
below each star of the first row, and 
further that the star intended for 
Arizona be made a part of the fifth 
row, placing each star directly be- 
low each star of the fourth row.”’

Inquiry as to the cause of all dis- 
cordant conditions has reached a 
climax, and a solution has been 
found in the fact that everything is 
mental.

This has con- 
tinued progressively, until now the 
whole world is discussing the de- 
sirable possibility of no more war, 
and focusing attention on its pre- 
vention, through gaining and. ex- 
pressing more of honesty and broth- 
erly cooperation, thereby overcom- 
ing the selfish desires which ulti- 
mate in war. That all untoward 
conditions may be thus healed 
arouses reason to more divine con- 
siderations, stimulates mankind to 
courageous activity, and unfolds the 
ability to lay hold increasingly of 
man’s God-given perfection in all 
ways. 

In this universal inquiry it is 
only natural that the problem of 
health should receive attention. As 
is always the case, a human need 
calls forth research work; and 
eventually the need is supplied.

Health is in accord with the health- 
ful truth of the Bible, that God, 
divine Mind, is the only creator, 
and that ‘‘without him was not any 
thing made that was made.’”

In his annual report the chief 
sanitary inspector of Invernesshire, 
Scotland, after an investigation at 
the request of a large number of 
taxpayers who had complained of 
disagreeable odors, says the curing 
of whale flesh for human consump- 
tion has been carried on by resi- 
dents of the Island of Harris for 
sometime. 

It appears, says the inspector, 
that the industry was inaugurated 
by the late Lord Leverhulme, of 
Lever Brothers, which firm has fish- 
ing and other interests in many 
parts of the world. 

The inspector’s report explains 
that the work is done at the her- 
ring curing station at Leverburgh, 
where the meat is cut into small 
pieces, washed and pickled, after- 
ward being hung on frames and 
dried by mechanical power. When 
thoroughly dry the whale meat is 
packed under pressure in kegs and 
exported to the Congo for feeding 
natives working for the Lever Co. 
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The rare find of a red diamond 
of considerable value is reported 
from Kimberley, South Africa. It 
was found on the Alluvial river 
diggings. This species of stone is 
very unusual and is likely to fetch 
anything from £120 to £150 a carat. 

The cutting of the stone has been 
placed in the hands .of a local firm 
and although the accomplishment 
of this has proved of some difficulty, 
the result will be that a flawless 
stone of about six carats will be 
produced. 

The gem, at first glance, might 
be taken by the uninitiated to be 
a ruby of gigantic proportions, as 
it is an entirely red stone, without 
a blemish of any kind. Closer in- 
spection, however, reveals that it 
possesses all the requisite proper- 
ties of the true diamond, the grain 
being absolutely similar.

The claim is made that old cine~ 
ma films that have been reduced to 
the scrapping point by hard usage 
can be rejuvenated again and again. 
The process has been invented by 
Friedrich J. J. Stock, a Munich 
chemist. 

Old films are first cleaned by an 
ingenious mechanical brushing ap- 
paratus, given an oil bath and then 
subjected to a complicated chemical 
treatment from which they emerges 
free from all scratches and blem- 
ishes and with their original clear- 
ness fully restored. 

New films subjected to the same 
process gain 300 per cent in clear- 
ness, and the life of a reel may be 
prolonged to 100 years, Herr Stock 
claims. 

The present machinery deals 
with about 5,000 feet of film an 
hour, and the cost of the whole re- 
juvenation process is about 1 cent 
per foot, or, used for new films, 
half a cent per meter. 

“Muture generations will be able 
to see their grandparents and great- 
grandparents on the film as clearly 
and distinctly as in life,” Herr 
Stock declares. 


“ROCK-DUST JOHNNY” 
SAVES MINERS’ LIVES 


Safety Engineer Wins Repute 
Throughout the World 
by His System. 


West Frankfort, Ill., June12 (By 
A. P.).—Shale dust, effectively 
placed, has won John E,. Jones, 
mine safety engineer, an interna- 
tional reputation as the ‘‘Father of 
Rock-dusting.”’ Through his work 
of preventing disastrous mine ex- 
plosions, he has become familiarly 
known to miners as ‘‘Rock-Dust 
Johnny Jones.” 

While shale dust in itself is un- 
romantic, its use in coal mines to 
prevent explosions of coal dust is 
acknowledged by mine safety ex- 
perts to be the means of saving the 
lives of hundreds of miners each 
year. 

Shale dust correctly placed on 
ledges, the floor and dusted on the 
walls of mine passages has been 
found effective in stopping the on- 
rush of the flame. The dust is 
blown into suspension and becomes 
a barrier to the flame, thus confin- 
ing the explosion to a relatively 
small area. 

Mr. Jones began the study of 
rock-dusting while State inspector 
and later took a position with the 
Old Ben Coa! Corporation as safety 
engineer. He recommended the 
adoption of a rock-dusting system 
which was installed under his di- 
rection in 1917. Three years later 
the system came to the attention of 
safety workers and engineers. 
Since then rock-dusting has be- 
come general’ throughout

Fixtures Should Be in Har- 
mony With Finish and 
Design. 


Times change, but seldom does 
anything change for the better 
more noticeably than bathroom 
equipment and plumbing fixtures. 
Many an old Roman aristocrat, used 
to his marble and ivory bath, would 
turn over in genuine envy if he 
could gaze upon the modern, sani- 
tary bathrooms our generation en- 
joys. The pompous richness and 
elegance of his bathing pool would 
compare in beauty, but never in 
practical utility, with the simplest 
of the bathrooms of this city. 


Bathrooms, like people, 
changed from generation to gen- 
eration. But Americans enjoy the 
greatest improvements made in the 
necessary equipment for. bathing. 
Today we step refreshed and buoy- 
ant from bathing in a _ shining, 
china-like tub of sparkling white- 
ness. The older countries, in the 
main are far behind in this respect. 
This, perhaps, accounts for Ameri- 
can superiority in other directions. 

While nationally inadequate 
housing is uppérmost in everyone's 
mind, it is well to call attention to 
the importance of getting proper 
plumbing equipment in the new 
homes when building. No more 
important household utility exists, 
and no other fixtures in the home 
will get more use and abuse. 


Get Reliable Dealer. 


Starting with the plumbing deal- 
er who undertakes the contract, it 
is best jo secure a service that is 
already recognized for efficient and 
trouble-proof workmanship. No 
Plumbing contract should be let 
solely because it is to the lowest 
bidder. Rather be certain of qual- 
ity in the job, and see that the suc- 
cessful bidder has included that 
quality in his estimate. 

Plumbing fixtures should be 
chosen with thought for the years 
of use they will have. Bathtubs, 
closets, lavatories, sinks and the 
smaller appliances can be  pur- 
chased in matching finishes and de- 
signs. Most-every homeowner, and 
especially the woman in the home, 
may have proper pride in the bath- 
room, only if it is equipped with 
modern fixtures. Modern sanitary 
fixtures of vitreous china. porce- 
lain or enameled iron, from reli- 
able makers, will not require eng@e 
less scrubbing and scouring to keep 
clean, white and inviting. 

Medical authorities agree that in 
homes where thefe are more than 
four occupants, there should be 
more than one bathroom. Modern 
fixtures and construction allow a 
complete bathroom to be installed 
in a space as small as 5 feet square. 
Thus, without remodeling’ the 
building, an extra clothes closet, an 
alcove, or similar space can.be 
turned into a bathroom. In sucha 
case the moderate cost of the job 
is not to be reckoned against the 
added convenience and comfort se- 
cured.

The penalty 
of this responsibility is the neces- 
sity for being equipped to meet 
any contingency that may arise. 
Health and sanitation are the re- 
sults of the plumber’s activity. His 
work has been done well. Our 
country’s enviable health record is 
a silent and eloquent testimonial 
that the plumber has kept faith 
with the public that he serves. 

Every plumber should realize that 
every trap and vent has a peculiar 
function to perform in the sanitary 
equipment of homes, safeguarding 
those to whom it is home. Cheap 
equipment will not do. Cheap

Many times an efficient guard will 
prevent the ball from striking the 
post and the center who catches the 
ball then throws it to the side, 
where it is caught by a colleague 
who runs with it until he is near 
enough to the pole to throw the 
ball at itagin. Should a member of 
the opposing team catch the ball, 
it is thrown to his post. The team 
gaining eight points first wins the 
game. 

Rules governing the game are not 
so strict as in the white man’s game 
of baseball, says Durant. When a 
player catches the ball between his 
two sticks, an opponent may run 
against him, throwing him off bal- 
ance if possible, may trip him or may 
throw one of his sticks between the 
two by which the player is holding 
the ball, thus causing it to drop 
to the ground. 

A player is not allowed’ to touch 
the ball wath his hand. There is 
no “out of bounds” to the court. 
The ball used is smaller than the 
baseball. It usually has a center 
of lead upon which twine 
wound. The cover is of buckskin. 

“The game is a rough one,” ‘says 
Durant... ‘‘With all the tripping, 
striking and jostling, a player 
leaves the game with bruises.

LETTER TO GIRL EXTANT 


Atlanta, June 12 (By A, P.).— 
The deepest sorrow and the greatest 
joy that usually comes into the life 
of any man—Jail and a sweetheart 
—entered the life of John Howard 
Payne, author of “Home, Sweet 
Home,’’ during days he spent in 
Georgia. June 9 was the 114th anni- 
versary of Payne’s birth. 

From the former, he was soon 
released, but in the gentle bondage 
of the’ latter he remained a life- 
long prisoner. As for the girl, she 
retained her maiden name, dying at 
76°and carrted to her grave in Oco- 
nee cemetery, Athens, Ga., an un- 
dimmed image of her poet-lover. 

While in New York in 18382, 
Payne became interested in the 
then proposed removal of the Cher- 
okee Indians of Georgia to trans- 
Mississippi territory. To ascertain 
the real facts Payne came to Geor- 
gia in 1836. He became the guest 
of John Ross, leader of one faction 
of the Cherokees which bitterly op- 
posed the deportation. His visit 
and its object were unknown and 
soon he was arrested and placed in 
prison. 

Payne remained a prisoner until 
his release was procured by Gen. 
Edward Harden, to whom he had 
brought a letter of introduction. In- 
sisting that Payne become his guest, 
Gen. Harden took the poet to the 
famous old Harden home at Athens, 
where he fell deeply in love with 
Miss Mary Harden, the general's 
daughter. After his departure, he 
wrote her a fervid love letter in 
which he related his comparative 
poverty and asked her to marry 
him. This is the only letter he 
wrote her of which trace has been 
found. Just what was her reply 
has never been known.

Two Distinct Classes for Use 
With the Dry and 
Storage Types.

The vacuum tube to many fans 
means nothing more than a light 
which must be turned on before the 
broadcast receiver will function. 
However, to the radio engineer and 


the fan who knows, the tube is re- 
garded as the ‘‘heart of the re- 
ceiver.” Yes, and it also may be 
considered just as vital to the 
broadcast transmitter. 
The vaccum tube 
ternal, and I might say internal, 
appearances, seems ridiculously 
simple.’ All that is seen are three 
electrodes, technically known as the 
filament, grid and plate, respective- 
ly, mounted inside a glass bulb. 
Little does the average fan realize 
what a tremendous amount of in- 
fluence this seemingly insignificant 
arrangement has had on the trend 
of scientific endeavors since its in- 
ception about sixteen years ago.

Long Life Essential. 


Perhaps what concerns the oper- 
ator of a broadcast receiver most 
of all is the useful life of the tube 
or tubes being used in his broad- 
cast receiver. However, while this 
factor is of extreme importance, 
there are other items just as neces- 
sary for the satisfactory operation 
of the set. These are the factors de- 
termining its ability as an ampli- 
fier of radio and audio frequencies. 
The useful life of a tube, of course, 
depends upon the ruggedness of ifs 
filament. It is upon this part of the 
tube system that we rely for the 
source of electrons which, in turn, 
may be said to cause the receiver, 
as a whole to function. Then again, 
the géometry of the tube, that is, 
the position of the three elements 
with respect to each other, and their 
size, must be correct for successful 
operation. 

Due to the extensive line of Cun- 
ningham tubes, it might be well to 
give a general description of each 
tube and tell something about the 
uses for which it is intended. 


Two Distinct Classes. e 


First of all, it is well to keep in 
mind that there are two distinct 
classes of Cunningham receiving 
tubes, these being the  dry-cell 
type and storage-battery type, re- 
spectively. Before embarking upon 
the general discussion of the vari- 
ous tubes, it might be well to say 
a few words relative to the signifi- 
cance of the letter prefix of each 
code number. The letter “C’’ be- 
fore the number, as in the case of 
C-299, denotes the style of base 
furnished with the tube. In this 
case, the tube is provided with a 
base designed to*fit the older style 
bayonet-lock socket. The letters 
“CX” denote the new style push 
base. The dry-cell tubes are fur- 
nished with the small push base 
and the storage-battery type with 
the large size. However, the dif- 
ference in large and small push 
bases lies in the diameter of the 
shell only, either type fitting the 
same socket. Thus, while the bake- 
lite base of the CX-301A is larger 
in diameter than the CX-299, they 
both may be used in the same 
socket. 

Dry-Cell Type. 


Turning now to the tubes them- 
selves, I shall first consider the dry- 
cell type. There are five varieties 
of. tubes in this class, they being 
designated by the following code 
numbers: C-299, CX-299, C-1I1, 
CX-12 and CX-220. 

The C-299 and CX-299 are iden- 
tical electrically, the only differ- 
ence being, as can be seen by the 
code numbers, in the base. Either 
tube may be used as a detector, 
amplifier or oscillator. This type 
of tube is an exceptionally efficient 
radio frequency because of its low 
grid-plate capacity. 

We next come to the C-1l1 and 
CX-12 dry-cell tubes. Here again 
the only difference between the two 
tubes is in base design. The fila- 
ment of this particular type of tube 
is designed to operate from one 
dry cell—preferably a No. 6. 

The CX-220 is the Cunningham 
dry cell power amplifier tube. It 
is designed to be used in the last 
audio stage only and is to supply 
power to the loud speaker. ‘his 
tube is excellent for those fans who 
desire more loud speaker volume 
than can be obtained with the 299 
type. 

And now we come to the storagevy 
battery type of Cunningham tubes. 
Under this grouping is listed the 
CX-301A, CX-112, CX-371, CX-310, 
CX-300, and CX-300A. 

The first on the list,’ the 

-301A, is universal in its appli- 
emion and is used as a_ detector, 
amvylifier or oscillator. This is the 


typa\for all general purposes in the 


average broadcast receiver.

Record Proves Valuable to 
Association in Compiling 
Data. 


WEST VIRGINIA FIRM 
HAS HEAVY CHARGES 


Gas Trucks on Long Hauls 
and Electric on Short 
Is Innovation. 


Recognizing that transportation 
is a specialized ‘and costly service 
wherever and whenever undertak- 
en, the American Wholesale Gro- 
cers’ association in its recent con- 
vention at Atlanta, Ga., requested, 
after thoroughly investigating de- 
livery costs, that every member of 
the association should not only 
keep a yearly record of his truck 
costs, but that he should also mail 
to the association a copy of his 
cost sheet, so that the association 
may consolidate these figures for 
information and guidance of other 
companies having transportation 
problems to solve. 

The investigation into delivery 
costs being made by the associa- 
tion reveals the necessity for keep- 
ing accurate costs of delivery serv- 
ice in order that the transporta- 
tion phase of a business, like every 
other department, show a:fair and 


adequate return on the capital and 
money invested. 


Information Varies. 


The information that the associa- 
tion is receiving on truck deliveries 
comes in various forms. A West 
Virginia company states that the 
cost of operating a three-and-a-half- 
ton truck for 1925 was 60 cents 
per mile. A. Kansas concern oper- 
ates five trucks over a radius of 
30 miles at an average cost per ton 
mile of 12% cents. A California 
company operated at a charge of 
approximately one cent per hun- 
dredweight per mile and _. lost 
money in so doing. A company in 
Kentucky operating light gas trucks 
making deliveries from 10 to 20 
miles, and over a period of several 
years, averaged $10 cost per day, 
per truck. In figuring the cost per 
hundredweight this company .adds 
one cent per mile per hundred- 
weight, but states that this does not 
cover the cost of the truckage. 

Many wholesale grocers are solvy- 
ing the problem of high-cost trans- 
portation by using gas trucks on 
the long hauls where stops are few, 
and electrics in city delivery serv- 
ice, where the hauls are short and 
require frequent’ stops. Acker, 
Merrill & Condit, of New York; H.

There was a time when a mother 
with a baby could hardly go on a 
vacation trip. With the modern 
‘traveling equipment for the baby 
this is no longer true. Even with 
a bottle baby, the young mother can 
go anywhere there is refrigeration 
and electricity. 

If the journey is to be a short one 
the milk may be prepared at home, 
chilled and poured in a thermos 
bottle. But where the journey is 
to be longer it is best to take the 
ingredients with you in a case spe- 
clally designed for this purpose. 
Usually this case is big enough to 
house a can or two of the prepared 
milk, medium-sized bottles of barley 
and lime water, a large bottle of 
distilled water and space for four 
or more nursing bottles. An elec- 
tric milk bottle warmer heats the 
baby’s milk. It can be connected 
to a socket in a Pullman compart- 
ment, and will operate as usual, 
though it takes more time than at 
home. 

A friend of mine traveled fr-- 
New York to California with an in- 
fant daughter with such an equip- 
ment, and required no more service 
from the porter than would be 
necessary if she were traveling 
alone. She took with her a little 
electric fan and an equally small 
electric radiant heater for use 
wherever she visited. 


Kept Air Fresh. 


One supplied coolness and kept 
the air fresh and the other heated 
it when the weather turned unex- 
pectedly cooler, In this way caring 
for the baby she said was a joy. 

This equipment further paid for 
itself while she stayed at hotels 
where it was not always possible 
to get distilled water and heat to 
warm the milk bottles, and at the 
homes of friends where she would 
have had to wander around. a 
strange house in the night. In 
short, she actually lived comfort- 
ably in a room wherever she went. 

Another friend of mine who 
travels often with her youngsters, 
told me,that she always carries 
with her a small electric iron which 
enables her to press the children’s 
things after rinsing them out, and 
often serves as drier for things 
that are needed before they are 
quite dry.

JORDAN ONCE REVIVED

Holy Land River Will Be Har- 
nessed to Supply Power 
for Development.

United Light Co. Holds Din- 
ner in Turbine Room to 


Celebrate Event. 


The new $800,000 generating 
station of the United Electric Light 
Co., located at First street and the 
Monongahela river, Braddock, Pa., 
was opened on May 24, when a din- 
ner attended by the leaders of the 
Pittsburgh district was served in 
the turbine room of the building. 

The new station, which at pres- 
ent has a capacity of 6,250 kv-a., 
but which has been designed for an 
ultimate capacity of 12,500 kv-a., 
will operate in serving an area of 40 
square miles with a population of 
43,000 people. 

The present equipment of the 
station includes 3-horsepower Edge 
Moor boilers, fed by Westinghouse 
stokers, operating at 250 pounds, 
steam pressure, with 1256 degrees of 
superheat. There are two 3,125 
kv-a. Westinghouse steam turbine 
driven generators and Westing- 
house surface condensers. One 
boiler and one turbine are held in 
reserve for standby service, There 
are also extra transformers and a 


duplicate transmission line.

BORINGS ARE SHIPPED 
FROM PLANT TO MILLS 


Crates Are Made From Lum- 
ber [hat Was Formerly 
Thrown Away. 

To be able to rescue thousands 
of tons of_iron, steel, lumber, pa- 


per and other material, which com- 
monly is referred to as waste 
scrap, and reclaim it financially, is 
one of the problems of all indus- 
trial plants today. Such reclama-,| 
tion work is a factor in keeping 
down costs of the finished product. 

In a large corporation such as 
Dodge Brothers, Inc., this rescue 
of waste material is no longer a 
problem. 

Under a highly efficient system, 
every piece of discarded metal, 
lumber and paper that can not be.

GOLORS IN MOVIES 7 


PROVIDE PROBLEM 
FOR FILM MAKERS 


Some Hold That Their Use Is 
a Distinct Contribution 
‘* to the Industry. 


PRACTICABILITY DENIED 

_ BY SEVERAL DIRECTORS 

Marvelous for Some Scenes; 

-. Have Big Future, Is View 
of D. W. Griffith. 


Hollywood, June 12 (By the As- 
sociated Press ).—Picture directors 
of filmdom are divided on the use 
of color photography. 

Some of them believe it has been 
a ‘distinct contribution to photo- 
plays, while there are others who 
believe color will never take the 
place of present black and white 
films. 


“The Black Pirate,” which critics 
pronounced as one of the outstand- 
ing pictures of the year, was done 
fn color throughout as a result of 
the carefully arranged plans of 
Douglas Fairbanks and Albert Par- 
ker, his director. 

“Color photography is exceed- 
ingly dangerous,’’ Parker said, ‘“‘but 
when properly used lends beauty 
and force.

Those of great 
romance and adventure, like ‘The 
Black Pirate,’ for example, demand 
the use of color. 


Snatches of Color Shock 


“If color is to be used it must be 
used througiiout the film. Snatches 
of color here and there are too 
abrupt and shocking for the eye. 
They break into the play’s coher- 
ence, thereby detracting rather than 
adding to the interest.” 

On the other hand, James Cruze, 
of Famous Players-Lasky, whose 
historical pictures have made long 
runs, believes color photography 
has not advanced the industry. 

“One reason for this is that the 
public is not educated to it. Color 
photography is something new and 
we are so attracted to the beauty 
and newness of the picture that we 
lose all sense of story judgment and 
acting. For my part, I prefer a 
good story bound in paper to a poor 
one in gold leaf.” 


Not Practical, He Holds 


Sidney Olcott, who wields the 
megaphone for Inspiration Pictures, 
does not consider tints on the screen 
practical because they intriudo on 
the dramatic action of the story or 
interrupt the persistence. of vision 
upon which the cinema is dependent.

“Some of our greatest artists 
have made their masterpieces in 
black and white drawings,” he said.

JOY AND TRAGEDY nde 
IN CHURGH BELLS PEAL 


Disasters Have Been Told Of 
by Tones From Tower of 
Savannah Church. 


100 DIE IN ONE SINKING 


Savannah, Mo., June 12 (By A. 
P.).—The sweet-toned pealing of 
the bell in the tower of the Chris- 
tian church here on a quiet Sab- 
bath morning reveals not the many 
secrets that it holds. 

Joy, sorrow and the tragedy of 
disaster have been rung out by this 
famous old bell for three-quarters 
of a century. Its usefulness spans 
the great wars of a nation. Its 


ringing has made history. 

In the early ‘50’s when palatial 
steamboats plied the Missouri river 
this old church bell was in its in- 
fancy. It was then the ship’s bell 
on the steamboat Saluda, a noble 
packet that was a part of the great 
river commerce of that day. 
On one of the Saluda’s trips in 
April, 1852, unusually high water 
and an exceedingly swift current 
were encountered. The ship, crowd- 
ed with Mormon immigrants, had 
tried to stem the river’s current 
near Weston, Mo., but finally was 
forced to drop back to the levee. 

The morning of April 9 Capt. 
Francis T. Belt decided to try to 
make the bend again. Informed 
that the boilers had on all the 
steam they could hold with safety, 
the captain rang the bell for full 
steam ahead. A single revolution 
was made by the engines and thena 
racking roar rent the air. The 
boilers had burst. 

The ringing of the bell had 
proved the death knell for more 
than a hundfed persons, for that 
number of bodies were recovered 
and it was supposed that as many 
more victims were blown into the 
river and no trace of them ever 
found. Nearly all the officers of the 
boat, including Capt. Belt, were 
killed. 

Stories differ as to how the ship’s 
bell got to Savannah. The story 
confirmed by an old member of the 
church is that the bell was found 
by boys playing in the sand on the 
river. bank. A Savannah minister 
came across it and bought the bell 
for $17.50. It was sent here and 
placed in the church tower. 

In 1895, when the old church 
was replaced, the bell took its place 
in the new tower and it has been 
in constant use.

NOW A LONELY HAMLET 


Scene of Marshall’s First Dis- 
covery, Where. 10,000 Once 
Lived, Has 150. 


Sacramento. Calif., June 12 (By 
A. P.).—Hidden in the Eldorado 
county. hills northeast of here, lies 
the original boom town of the gold 
‘rush days—Coloma, on the site 
where James Marshall found the 
first flake of yellow metal that was 
the impetus for the greatest west- 
ward movement known to mining. 
Once. a city of 10,000 population, it 
has dwindled until the census taker 
must count carefully to register a 
total of 1590. 

In this village in which Califor- 
nia’s present-day prosperity was 
born there remain on its main street 
only a combination. grocery store 
and lunch counter, a postoffice, an 
automobile service station and here 
and there the shell of a fire-gutted 
building or the weed-grown foun- 
dations of business blocks. 

When the gold fever was at its 
height, stores of all kinds lined the 


istreets of Coloma—there were four- 


teen hotels, the inevitable Wells- 
Fargo express office and the usual 
saloons, gambling houses, a Chinese 
bank and even a sewing machine 
agent’s office. There was a jail, an 
armory, four churches and three 
schools. = ) :

He was 
apparently dead, but the scouts, in 
accordance with their first aid train- 
ing, steadfastly applied artificial 
respiration, After more than a half- 
hour’s effort, the scouts detected a 
faint breathing. One of the boys ran 
to a telephone to summon additional 
aid. When the ambulance arrived 
the rescued boy was placed in it and 
the scouts continued to administer 
artificial respiration on the way to 
the hospital. 


Scouts Aid Trees and Forests. 


American forests have been the 
recipients this spring of numerous 
“good turns’’ by Boy Scouts. From 
every part of the country reports 
have been received by the national 
office of increasing activity in tree 
planting, forest fire fighting, post- 
ing of warnings against fire, and 
distribution of literature on con- 
servation. 

A trail to a grove of 1,000-year- 
old trees at a-6,000-foot level in 
Mount Rainier National park will 
be built by one of Seattle’s crack 
troops.

“4 RECENT conference of eminent 
A physicians in New York warned 
the women of America that thou- 
sands of them are doing themselves 
serious mental and physical harm by 
too rigorous methods of trying to gain 
or retain the slenderness of figure that 
is so fashionable. 

And now, to show what good reason 
there is for this warning, comes the 
news of the dismal end that has come 
to a celebrated film beauty’s fight 
against fat. 

The unfortunate screen favorite is 
Miss Katherine Grant, known to mil- 
lions of moviegoers for her loveliness 
of face and figure as well as her promis- 
ing ability as an actress. But now she 
may never be able to appear in the 
films again—certainly not for a long 
time. 

A pale, pathetic shadow of her former 
self, Miss Grant lies in a California 
sanitarium in a condition so serious 
that at times her life has been despaired 
of. The complete collapse she has suf- 
fered is mental as well as physical and 
the physicians lay the blame for it on 
the starvation diet and the strenuous 
exercises to which she subjected herself 
in her fight against fat. 

The crisis in Katherine Grant’s case— 
the inevitable penalty for her unwise 
reduction methods—was hastened by in- 
juries she received several months ago 
when‘ struck by an automobile. The in- 
juries were trivial, ones that would have 
caused a perfectly healthy, vigorous 
voung woman no more than a few 
hours’ annoyancee. 

Even these little hurts, however, 
proved too much for Miss Grant’s con- 
stitution to bear, undermined as it was 
by months of insufficient food and the 
strain of too arduous exercises. What 
little of her vitality and powers of re- 
sistance were left to her went tumbling 
like a house of cards and she was hur- 
ried to a sanitarium, a dangerously ill 
womalh. 

Miss Grant sprang abruptly into 
prominence in 1922 when she was chosen 
from hundreds of other Southern Cali- 
fornia contestants as “Miss Los An- 
geles.” With this title went the honor 
of being sent to Atlantic City to com- 
pete in the annual beauty parade. 

There she vied with more than a score 
of beauties selected from other leading 
cities of the country for the coveted title 
of “Miss America,” awarded each year 
at the Atlantic City pageant. 


Her beauty and the honor that had 
been bestowed upon her in being se- 
lected as “Miss Los Angeles,” attracted 
the attention of the film producers. So 
Miss Grant, quite unknown before then, 
suddenly found her services were ‘in de- 
mand before the movie camera. 

Upon her return to Los Angeles from 
Atlantic City she signed a contract to 
make comedies and immediately suc- 
ceeded Jobyna Ralston as leading woman 
in the Paul Parrott comedies. 

Thus auspiciously launched on a 
screen career, the joy of the heretofore 
unheard of beauty winner quite natu- 
rally rose high. She thought, with eager 
anticipation, of Gloria Swanson, Mabel 
Normand and other notables of filmdom 
who had started their ascent to fame in 
the ranks of the comedy girls. 

With her new work and her generous 
salary came luxuries that Mist Grant 
never before had tasted. Sum. tuous 
dinners and extravagant luncheons and 
suppers, once so rare, now became com- 
monplaces, and the beauty reveled in 
them without a thought of the conse- 
quences. 

About a year ago came the first warn- 
ing of the trouble that menaced all her 
happiness and success—and eventually 
her health and life!

Miss Grant as she appeared at the 
Atlantic City beauty pageant where 
she leaped instantly to fame as the 
most beautiful girl in Los Angeles. 
This was only four years ago and she 
was then in perfect health. 
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quiring was showing first in her face, 
robbing her of the first attribute to film 
success. 

She had learned, as everv screen 
actress does, that the movie camera is 
very cruel to those inclined to stoutness. 
Instead of recording their appearance 
faithfully the camera exaggerates the 
slightest amount of excess weight. 
Hence the fear of every actress that she 
will become overweight. 

Miss Grant also knew how the pre- 
vailing mode calls for slender, sylph- 
like figures. The stout, plump beauty 
of a few years ago is quite passed. 

The fear of fatness was the first dis- 
turbing factor that had crossed the 
beauty’s path since her advent into the 
films. Her work had been so successful 
that she had signed a contract with Hal 
Roach for five years and when this men- 
ace of overweight appeared she seemed 
well on her way to stardom. 

Her employer had nothing but praise 
for her. He described her as one of the 
most avid students of film technique 
that he had ever seen. 

“She screens perfectly,” he said, “and 
in my opinion, she will develop into one 
of the most proficient actresses in the 
profession. We expect great things of 
her.”’ 

Katherine Grant well knew that her 
bright future would become unattain- 
able unless she promptly halted her in- 
creasing weight. 

On her own initiative she started her 
fight to keep thin. She put in all her 
available time in a bathing suit or gym 
suit, crowding into each day all the ex- 
ercise she possibly could. This routine 
took the form of vigorous exercise that 
many men would shun. Running, jump- 
ing and work on the horizontal bars 
were all a part of the actress’ campaign 
against fat. , 

And with her strenuous exercise she 
instituted a most rigorous diet. Accord- 
ingly to her friends she lived on the 
smallest possible allowance of food and 
in her eagerness to keep slender neg- 
lected to eat food elements that are 
necessary to health. 


This went on for some months. Al- 
though tiring under her rigid course of 
dieting and vigorous exercise, Miss 
Grant was encouraged to find that she 
had been successful in halting the ad- 
vance of fat and had gotten back to the 
weight at which her appearance before 
the camera was most satisfactory. | 

The fact that she felt exhausted most 
of the time and a little nervous was ac- 
cepted as a natural consequence of her 
work and strénuous exercise. 

Then came a day last December when 
she was struck by a motorist near the 
Roach studios. The driver speeded on 
without offering aid. When assistance 


reached Miss’ Grant she was found to 


be suffering much more severely than 
her slight bruises would seem to war- 
rant. An examination failed to dis- 
close any broken bones or other serious 
injury. 
However, Miss Grant failed to re- 
spond to the ordinary treatment. She 


_ was cared for in the Hollywood hospital 
for a time tgs ase poten tad mame 


and quiet soon would restore the girl to 
her normal health. 

Then for a time she was lost from 
sight. Officials at the Roach studio 
stated that she still was convalescing 
from her accident and during that time 
had been released from her contract. 
They stated she was being cared for at 
the home of a friend. 

A few days ago the Hollywood film 
colony was startled with the news that 
a nerve-shattered girl, found in a sub- 
urban sanitarium near the mountain 
foothills and there known as 
“Miss Ruth Woods,” was in 
reality Katherine Grant, the 
former beauty contest winner 
and scregn actress. 

Immediately an air of mys- 
tery was thrown around the 
girl's condition and the circum- 
stances surrounding her treat- 
ment at the newly-opened sani- 
tarium. 

The atmosphere became even 
more clouded when it was an- 
nounced that health authoritie 
planned to start an in- 
vestigation into the op- 
eration and managemet 
of the rest home 
where Miss 
Grant was found. 

Inquiry dis- 
closed that the 
sanitarium is op- 
erated by Mrs. 

Donna Bell who, 

according to po- 

lice records, is also known as Mrs. Etta 
Bell Heil, former wife of a Chicago mil- 
lionaire. Mrs. Heil first came into the 
public eye several years ago when she 
was sought in Chicago on a grand lar- 
ceny charge. 

Mrs. Bell was before the Los Auiiden 
courts in 1922 when a burglary charge 
was filed against her. At that time she 
was paroled by Superior Judge Arthur 
Reeve to the custody of the county 
psychopathic department. The charges 
against her were dropped with the pro- 
viso that she be placed in an institution 
for “mental incompetents.” 

Subsequently, officials learned, Mrs. 
Bell opened an establishment on Santa 
Monica boulevard, Los Angeles, known 
as Sylvan Lodge, a maternity hospital 
and sanitarium where mental cases are 
treated. 

Discovery of Miss Grant as a patient 
in Mrs, Bell’s sanitarium was accidental. 
Investigating neports that a new sani- 
tarium had been opened up in Los An- 
geles county without the sanction of the 


health department, officials paid a visit’ 


to the establishment, which at that time 
had no permit to operate. 

There Miss Grant, secluded as “Miss 
Woods,” was discovered, obviously both 
nervously and physically weak. Two 
other patients, both “mental cases,” a 
cook, a helper and a nurse were the only 
persons in the institution.

Inquiry at the Roach studios brings 
the explanation that Miss Grant’s condi- 
tion, brought on by a strain she had 
placed on herself by the fight to avoid 
overweight, resulted in her doctors or- 
dering her removed to a place where she 
would have absolute rest and quiet. For 
that reason, it is said, Mrs. Bell’s institu- 


tion was selected, and the actress en-. 


tered there under an assumed name. 

Dr. Victor Parkin, who is now treat- 
ing Miss Grant, is hopeful that time and 
expert care may restore the beauty to 
normality, but he explains that her 
physical and nervous condition is such 
that it is hard for her to exert herself 
to recover her poise.

Grant was removed to her mother’s 
home in Los Angeles. There the fate

Carved Elephant Tusks 
: Come From Far-Off Burma 


An art requiring extreme patience and ap- 
plication and a lifetime of constant practice 
to attain perfection is that of tvory carving— 
brought to its highest state only in Indla 


and Burma, where rajahs and princes from 
time immemorial have greatly prized their 
wonderful collections of carved elephant 
tusks. 

Even in those countries the art is dying 
out for lack of candidates willing to spend 
years of tedious application in mastering its 
technique. 

Additional interest, therefore, attaches to 
the magnificent pair of elephant tusks, elab- 
orately carved, recently presented to Am- 
brose Swasey, the world-famous telescope 
builder of Cleveland, by his. friend, Dr. C. A. 
‘Nicholse—long stationed in Burma—where 
elephant hunting is the national sport as 
baseball is the national sport of America. 

The elephant from which these tusks were 
taken was captured by Ko Po Thet, about 30 
miles west of Bassein, in the Yoma range of 
foothills. Ko Po Thet was a very liberal 
giver to the new mission building at Bassein, 
Burma—the Kothabyu Memorial Hall—and 
Dr. Nichols gave some interesting data con- 
cerning the tusks: i 

“The natives capture the wild elephants by 
raising a-stockade very much like a fish-weir 
and driving the animal into this inclosure, 
where there is a tame elephant which helps 
to overcome the wild one. The captured ele- 
phant, being hungry, is then fed and within 


_ 


about a month is tamed and ready for work. 
This particular elephant was an exceptionally 
large one, at least 50 years old, and was said 
to have been worth 8,000 rupees. The ele- 
phant evidently had a gunshot wound in his 
shoulder, but as it had healed there was no 
apprehension of trouble from it. After he 
had been at work for some time, however, 
the wound began to suppurate and very soon 
the elephant died, probably from blood pois- 
oning.’’ 

Dr. Nichols had been looking for a pair of 
tusks for Mr. Swasey ever since he returned 
to Burma in 1916, but had not succeeded in 
obtaining a satisfactory pair. Finding these, 
which were far superior to any he had seen, 
he purchased them for 530 rupees. These 
tusks were especially valuable in the local 
market because of their being ‘“‘fat,’’ a term 
denoting that the tusks were mature and 
slightly yellow in color. Tusks which are not 
mature are whiter and apt to splinter when 
being carved. 

After securing the tusks, the next problem 
was to find a man to do the carving—an art 
which is becoming very rare in Burma. Dr. 
Nichols had Miss Hughes, of Moulmein, take 
this up for him, and she succeeded in obtain- 
ing the services of Maung Kin, who agreed to 
do the carving for 800 rupees. 
and his helper worked on this pair of tusks 
for about a year to complete the carving, 
which illustrates different phases of the 
Buddhist mythological story of King Wethan- 
days.

‘HOW TO FIT SHOES IS 
TOLD BY EXPERT

Most people, in buying their shoes, make 
the mistake of thinking they must stick to 
one size, which they regard as their size. 
As a matter of fact, each half-size is only 
one-sixteenth of an inch longer than the next 
smaller shoe. And lasts of different manu- 
facturers differ from each other in the shap- 
ing. A size that fits you in one style may be 
too short or too long for you in another. 

Another mistake that people commonly 
make, says Charles H. Brown, designer of 
footwear, in Popular Sclence Monthly for 
July, is to think that by wearing a badly fit- 
ting shoe long enough they can force it to 
shape itself to their feet. More likely than 
not, the foot will be forced to shape itself 
to the shoe, 

One good rule for testing your shoes is 
this: Always have the feel that the ball of 
your feet is resting snugly into the ball of the 
shoe, and not a trifle fore or aft of it. 

If you wear a size 8 shoe, your foot is about 
11 inches long; if size 10, it is about 11% 
inches. But if you wear size 12%, foot length 
and shoe size finally approach each other— 


you are probably the proud possessor of a 
12%46-inch foot. 

If you are in doubt about the size of your 
shoe you can learn to read the code sizes 
stamped in them. There is usually a style 
number which you ne@t not bother with. But 
the size number is usually coded. 

The code most commonly used is called the 
32-system. First appears a number represent- 
ing the sum of 32 and the size number of the 
shoe, Then appears a dash, indicating a half 
size. If a full size, the dash is omitted. 
Then comes an arbitrary number, always 1. 
Then any digit from 1 to 5, representing the 
width from Ato E. Thus, if your shoe has 
these: numbers, 39-14, you are wearing size 
7% D. 

Another code puts the numbered equiva- 
lent of the width first, the actual size next, 
with a 5 for a half size. With this code your 
7% D becomes 475. 

Still another code starts. with a 2 for a 
half size, next has the actual size, and finally 
the number for the width. This gives you 
274 for 7% D.

On August 10, 1879, Robert Louis Stevenson 


sailed away to America without the consent 
or knowledge of his parents. They tele- 
graphed him at Londonderry to return but 
Robert Louis was following his star of des- 
tiny and he wished his ship had wings in- 
stead of sails because he had heard that 
Fanny Osbourne was ill and he begrudged 
every moment which kept him from her side. 

Arriving in New York the young lover 
Went to 10 West street and settled down for 
a three days’ wait before he could begin his 
emigrant overland trip across the continent 
to San Francisco where Mrs. Osbourne was 
with her children. When he arrived there 
he found her better and that she had begun 
suit for a divorce. This situation was al)- 
together to his liking. Some credit must be 
given to Mr. Osbourne for his gentlemanly 
behavior, all things considered. He made 
no defense, provided a liberal little fortune 
for his former family and kindly dropped out 
of sight, leaving the fleld to Mr. Rober 
Louis Stevenson. 

Father Stevenson, in Scotland, cabled 
“Your allowance is 250 pounds a year.”’ To 
the impetuous lover, this seemed a real for- 
tune. He eked it out with desultory writing 
for San Francisco newspapers while he wait- 
ed for divorce and the fulfillment of his 
happiness. 

On May 10, 1880, the great day came. He 
married Fanny Osbourne with her children 
as witnesses. They had learned to love their 
stepfather and called him “Louis,” a sign of 
the bond between them. 

Friends of the Stevensons have stated that 
Fanny Osbourne was an ideal wife for the 
poet and author. She had a practical vein in 
her makeup which was a balance for his 
sentimental, unpractical nature. Surely the 
man of letters had sailed into safe harbor. 
The ardor of his love for her never vanished. 
Because they were so unlike, perhaps, they 
were ideally congenial. 

Under the influence of his wife’s busy life 
Robert Louis, the dilettante turned indus- 
trious himself. Luck followed his marriage 
and publishers began to clamor for his work. 
“Treasure Island,’’ brought him his first sure 
fame. The folk at home learned of hig Jit- 
erary successes and that his health had 
greatly improved and they came to the con- 
clusion that marriage, after all, had been the 
thing for him. Best of all, they increased his 
allowance. 

But fate which haunts the pathway of 
humans was not through with Robert Louis 
Stevenson ag yet. 

Little by little, his health became under- 
mined. Finally he went to Samoa to become 
its adored and its most cherished memory. 
For a time the soft breezes of the South seas 
aided him. But, alas, the seeds of an early 
death had been planted in his frail frame. 
Try as she could, Fanny Osbourne Stevenson 
could not stay the approach of the enemy 
who had marked him for his own. 

Then. her bravery and courage came into 
full play. She knew their golden days to-— 
gether were nearly over. But she never lost 
heart in his presence and cheered and sus- 
tained him to the very end. When the end 
came, it was her gentle fingers which closed 
his weary eyes and on his smiling cold lips 
fell her last kiss, and another idyll of poetic 
love was over.

RECORDS OF FOOTPRINTS 
MILLIONS OF YEARS OLD 


J 


A ton and a half of slabs and sandstone 
and shale, containing the ‘‘fingerprint’’ record 
of animals that crawled about the earth 25,- 
000,000 years ago, have arrived at the 
Smithsonian institution from the Grand 
Canyon. They are the fruits of a collecting 
trip made by Dr. Charles W. Gilmore, of the 
National museum under the Smithsonian, on a 
grant from the Marsh Fund of the National 
Academy of Sciences, and constitute one of 
the foremost collections of fossil ere 
ever made. 


Dr. Gilmore took them from three different 
levels in the Grand Canyon, the lowest of 
which is 1,800 feet below the rim and 400 
feet below any fossil footprints that have 
hitherto been found. This layer is called the 
Supai Sandstona The animals that crawled 
across it when it was soft sand on the surface 
of the earth disappeared and their tracks were 
covered over by sediment that grew slowly 
through the eons till they were 400 feet be- 
low the surface of the earth. 

Across this new surface, a muddy one, 
otker animals crawled,—some leaving dee 
impressions close together, indicatin 
heavy squat-legged creatures—others leaving 
the superficial unbroken trail of the worm. 
The process of sedimentation continued 
through more millions of years, covering 
over and preserving these tracks of animals 
long dead, until the surface of the earth had 
grown 500 feet above this level and sand was 
again being deposited. And now still a third 
group of animals left their footprints behind 
them, and the earth piled up at least 900 feet 
more to the present top of the canyon in 
addition to the depths which have been eroded 
off and the extent of which we shall never 
know. The Colorado river, in carving the 
Grand Canyon, has exposed the successive 
layers containing the footprints, and on a 
trail leading down the steep canyon wall they 
were discovered. 

The middle layer is called the Hermit 
shale, and the third layer the Coconino 
sandstone. The difference in years between 
these levels can only be counted in millions, 
yet all three are believed to belong to a single 

geological perlod——-the Permian. 

What animals they were which left these 

record-of the entgnity of lite is 


not known. No skeletons have been found 
in these deposits yet, but since other Permian 
deposits in Texas, Oklahoma and New Mexico 
have produced skeletons of early amphibians 
and reptiles it seems fair to deduce that the 
animals which trekked across the site of the 
Grand Canyon were also of these families. 
This deduction seems borne out by the 
structure of the footprints. 

The tracks discovered so, far by Dr. Gil- 
more belong to fourteen distinct kinds of 
animals. Perhaps the most interesting is a 
track indicating an eight-footed creature, the 
eight feet making a diamond formation. 
There is no particular reason to suppose 
that the owner of these feet belonged to the 
vertebrates, rather than to the crustaceans. 
or some other family. 

Prof. Charles Schuchert, of Yale, first dis- 
covered fossil footprints in the Grand Canyon. 
The discovery of the tracks in the lowest level 
was made this winter by G. E. Sturtevant, of 
the National Park Service, under the Depart- 
ment of the Interior. In making his col- 
lection, Dr. Gilmore had the full cooperation 
of the park service, which detailed a ranger 
to assist him, provided mules, and otherwise 
rendered valuable assistance.

Excavate Mystery Mounds 


Louisiana 


River 


Some time in the prehistoric past of cen- 
tral Louisiana, a tribe of Indians lived on the 
Red river near what is now Marchville, nu- 
merically strong enough to pile up breast- 
works two-thirds of a mile long and to build 
20 mounds, the largest of which is flat on 
top, twelve feet high, and covers three acres 
of ground. In an effort to discover who the 
builders were and what evidences of culture 
they left behind them, Mr. Gerard Fowke, 
special archeologist of the bureau of Amer- 
ican ethnology under the Smithsonian insti- 
tution, has spent the winter in excavating the 
mounds. 

The mounds offer several elements of mys- 
tery and interest. In the-first place tleir 
structure varies-in many respects from those 
built by the Natchez, Choctaw and other 
tribes to the east of the Mississippi, and 
also is radically different from those of the 
Caddo Indians to the west. There seems to 
be an area about 35 miles broad into which 
neither of these groups penetrated. In the 
second place they appear to be older than 
some other mounds of the Mississippi valley. 
They contain no evidences of contact with 
the white man—such as beads, iron utensils, 
&c., so that they probably antedated De Soto. 
Furthermore the ground in which they lay 
is now cut up by Tavines 20 to 40 feet deep 
and 500 feet wide, which represent long ero- 
sion that must have takem place since they 
were built. 

Thirdly, they are very poor in artifices. 
This poverty in conjunction with the poor 
quality, of the surrounding soil indicates that 
the builders had to devote all their working 
hours. to the scratching of a bare living out 
of the soil. It is astonishing, therefore, that 
the populous community which seems essen- 
tial to the completion of the tremendous task 
of building even one of the large mounds 
with the primitive tools they hdd, should 


have settled in that inhospitable area,

ered nothing but a few pipes and fragments 
of pottery. Some of these fragments are 
plain, while others are elaborately decorated. 
They are to be studied as a possible indica- 
tion of relationship with other tribes. 

The largest two mounds contained the 
remains of many skeletons, but they were too 
decayed for study, even the teeth having 
crumbled. 

Several of the mounds had had houses on 
them, and two of the smaller mounds gave 
evidence of supporting houses at two and 
possibly three different periods. In addition 
there are eight lodge sites—circular excava- 
tions in the ground each surrounded by a low 
embankment—which are particularly unusual 
for this area, 

When the first white settlers came to the 
country, the site of the mounds was occu- 
pied by a small tribe of Avoyelle Indians, 
but it is not probable that they were in any 
way related to the builders. Who those 
builders were is a new mystery for American 
archeologists to solve

Many Englishmen visit the country an- 
nually for the shooting, though the regulation 
of visitors is stil] quite strictly imposed. ‘The 
animals chiefly sought are the ovis ammon 
and the ovis poli, in search of which the 
Rosevelts tracked the Himalayas during the 
past year, and the antelope, ibex, the markhor 
or wild goat, musk deer, Tibetan stag, the 
brown and black bear and the leopard. There 
are tigers, but they are not very numerous 
in these days. There is, of course, a profu- 
sion of wild fowl and small game. 

The official in charge of the game pre- 
serves in Kashmir was an old friend of mine, 
an Englishman, and it was with him that 
I stayed when I went there first more toan 
two decades ago. Sir Hari Singh was then 
a boy under the charge of a European tutor, 
but I came frequently in contact with him 
on shooting expeditions. From those days 
until the outbreak of the world war scarcely 
a year passed without my seeing him at least 
during the hunting season and as we were 
both very fond of sport in a country where 
sport is the pastime of practically every one 
in official circles we became quite intimate 
friends. Some of the finest shooting districts 
in the country were and are tbe personal 
property of Sir Hari Singh. 

I shall tell later in these articles of 
amazing grandeur and extravagance of enter- 
tainments of noble guests and British officials 
who come for the shooting. Now | am con 
cerned with the manner in which Sir Hari 
Singh came to be the possessor of such vast 
estates and a constantly menaced but subtly 
planning claimant for the throne. 

At the dawn of the nation’s modern history 
less than a century ago we find one Gulab 
Singh, a Dorga Rajput emerging by the turn 
of fortune from the humblest of positions: to 
roeval favor and finally raised to be the tribu- 
tary ruler of Jammu under the Sikhs. 

When British defeated the Sikhs of 
northern India in the memorable 
Sobraon in 1846, Gulab, had 
aloof from the hostilities. was brought in to 
arrange the conditions of a proper and hounor- 
able peace. The British indemnity was fixed 
at a crore and a half of rupees, a little mat 
ter of $7,500,000, and as the Sikh ruler could 
not pay this he ceded in lieu of two-thirds 
the penalty, the hill country of the Punjab 
between the Bias and the Indus, including 
Kashmir and Hazara. 
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Sir Henry Hardinge, the governor general 
of India at the time, considered it wise and 
expedient to place the province of Kashmir 
under the rule of Gulab of Jammu. Under 
the treaty with the British which confirmed 
his possession of this territory the Maharajah 
undertook to send an annual tribute of 
horse, twelve perfect shawl goats of approved 
breed (six male and six female) and three 
pairs of Kashmir shawls.’’ This annual 
tribute is paid religiously at Delhi, the seat 
of India’s British viceroy, to the present day. 

The next in succession after Gulab was 
Ranbir Singh and after his death in 1885 
came Partab Singh whose death a few months 
ago placed Hari Singh, his nephew, upon the 
throne. 

When Hari Singh was a young boy his 
father, the brother of the Maharajah, was 
commander-in-chief of the Kashmiri army, 
numbering some 20,000 men. In those days 
there was a secret battle of intrigue and 
diplomacy between the Russians and the 
British t@r control of the passes to India 
and the mative forces which held them. The 
Maharajah, Partab Singh, was in constant 
touch with the Russian government and his 

rother -was informed of the conspiracies 
which were afoot. The agreements, secretly 
proposed, were the opening of the passes to 
the Punjab in case of hostilities between 
Russia and England and the descent of invad- 
ing armies upon the rich plains of India.

He 
followed the remains barefooted and per- 
formed many strange and trying religious 
ceremonies in honor of the departed. Then 
he proceeded to put himself back into power 
with the British by a campaign of atonement 
which reached its climax when the world 
war broke out. The old maharajah furnished 
all of his troops to the crown and paid and 
maintained them out of his treasury, and as 
a recompense he was restored to full 
thority in the country. 


There still remained the menace of Sir 
Amar’s son, Hari Singh, with an inheritance 
of immense wealth and great estates. There 
were two other rival heirs to the throne. the 
reputed son of a concubine in the maha- 
rajah’s zenana and an adopted son who was 
really the son of the subsidiary 
Poonch, a state °within Kashmir. 
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The maharajah probably had gotten wind 
somehow of the understanding with the gov- 
ernment at Delhi that Sir Amar’s son should 
be the heir to the throne in the absence of 
a son in the reigning house. The result was 
a series of interesting and almost hilariously 
amusing intrigues. 


One favorite pastime of tne late ruler was 
to introduce into his zenana or hasyem where 
he kept his numerous wives and gencubines 
newly born male infants which he would 
then “‘discover’ amidst a great deal of re- 
ceremonial.

The hot bath cleanses and opens the pores 
of the skin; the warm drink induces per- 
spiration, which also cools off the body. The 
chief business of the skin, physiologists say, 
is not to throw off poison, but to regulate 
temperature of the body. The pores, 
opening and closing, are the doors through 
which the body heat must escape. Heat opens 
them; cold closes them. Plunge into a tup 
of very cold water and the pores close tight, 
shutting in the heat, with the result that after 
vour bath you feel hotter than ever. Warm 
water has the opposite effect, opening the 
pores wide and letting the heat escape.

The hot drink helps in causing perspira- 
tion, which cools you through evaporation. 
Much depends on the humidity of the air 
about you. If you are suffering from dry 
heat, the more you perspire the better, for 
the dry air will take up the moisture from 
your skin. If the air is moist, already sat- 
urated with water, perspiration drops will 
remain on the skin surface. 


Another suggestion for keeping cool is to 
reduce the amount of body heat that has to 
be let out by avoiding heat-producing foods. 
Eat oranges, grapefruit and the seasonable 
fruits, nonstarchy vegetables and raw vege-

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How to ‘Prenave Whitewash. 


In keeping the cellar, shed and barn ship- 
shape, and also in protecting trees against 
worms and insect pests, whitewash is as 
valuable as it is inexpensive. 

For exterior use, such as on fences and 
sheds, dissolve 15 pounds of common salt in 
about 7% gallons of water; add one 50-pound 
sack of hydrated lime, or the putty made by 
slaking % bushel of fresh quicklime in 
water: mix until a smooth paste is formed, 
and then thin with water as necessary. 

For interior work, a paste made as before 
should have a solution of three pounds of 
glue in about two gallons of water added to 
it. The mixture should be stirred thoroughly 
and then thinned to the desired consistency. 
One quart of crude carbolic acid may be 
added to either of the mixtures as a disin- 
fectant. 

The surfaces should be cleaned and evenly 
dampened immediately before the whitewash 
is applied to insure against chalkiness or 
flaking.—Popular Science Monthly.

INFORMATION ABOUT RUGS | 


The Hooked Rugs of New England. 


In the last ten years hooked rugs have 
been discovered by collectors, the old ones 
dragged forth with enthusiastic admiration 


and the craft revived to make countless new 
ones,

Some authorities claim that hooked rugs 
were first made about the middle of the 
eighteenth century and it is certain that an 
occasional rug was still being made in the 
nineties, which means a stretch of more than 
a hundred years for their development. 

The best of the old rugs are truly beau- 
tiful both im respect to their color and de- 
sign, which were undoubtedly modeled after 
the French silks and tapestries that came 
across the ocean in clipper ships. The de- 
signs showed flowers and floral baskets and 
the colors were soft and delicate shades. 
Later on, in the-: $l, 


grew stronger and less pieasing, and the de- 
signs, although indicative of the rugmaker's 
life and day, were not so attractive In them- 
selves. It is easy to see behind them the 
New England farmhouses with their thrifty, 
capable women who, even in a harsh, new 
land, must find some expression for the de- 
sire for beauty and give some touch of grace 
to their rude environment. 

Probably the first rugs were made on hemp 
bagging that had come across the sea as a 
covering for some precious article of com- 
merce, and the materials used were unques- 
tionably salvaged from old clothing. The 
bagging was stretched on a wooden frame the 
size of the rug, the pattern was outlined in 
black and the material, cut into narrow strips, 
was hooked through from the lower side to 
the upper with a sort of iron crochet hook. 

There are four general classes of designs 

—the flowers and baskets which are the love- 
liest of all: the marine designs of ships, 
etc. which speak of the patient women of 
Provincetown and New Bedford; the patri- 
otic designs of eagles and flags that were 
perhaps made under stress of war emotions; 
and the rugs with mottoes and those in which 
one or two blocks or figures constantly re- 
peat themselves. 

Today these old patterns as well as new 
ones, are being copied in the centers of the 
revived art in New Hampshire, in Maine, and 
in Labrador under influence of Dr. Gren- 
fell. The rugs are heavy and durable, and 
thick and soft to the tread. They are at their 
best in rooms with the restraint and dignity 
of the colonial influence—-where they have 
space to be seen and where their simple 
beauty will not be overpowered by more or- 
nate furnishings.

running down clews as Sherlock Holmes 

All this is by no means the exaggeration 
that it sounds. If our police departments 
did not contain many men who approached 
this ideal, they would not be able to render 
the service they do in the protection of the 
public. 

The average citizen takes the “‘cop’’ for 
granted, expects him to know everything and 
be forgiven nothing. He is a handy man to 
have around in case of trouble, but hardly 
anybody takes the trouble to get a sympa- 
thetic understanding of the difficulties of the 
tasks that make up his day's.work. 

The truth of the matter is that no other 
public servant has to perform a wider variety 
of exacting duties than the policeman, and 
no other, not even the soldier on the battle- 
field, has continually to face death in so 
many and such insidious forms. 

To get an idea of the tremendously broad 
scope of a policeman's duties, just glance at 
section No. 315 of the New York police reg- 
ulations, a section very similar to those found 
in the police departments of most cities. It 
reads as follows 


It is hereby made the duty of the 
police department and force at all times 
of the day and night and the members 
of such force are hereby thereunto em- 
powered to especially preserve the pub- 
lic peace, prevent crime, detect and ar- 
rest offenders, suppress riots, mobs and 
insurrections, disperse unlawful or dan- 
gerous assemblages which obstruct the

RUBBER FROM OIL TO 
GUT-FTIRE COST

Before long, experts say, your car May 
ride on tires of oil! In place of india rubber 
from the East Indies may be substituted syn- 
thetic or artificial rubber from the waste of 
petroleum wells, a new wonder of the chem- 
ists’ laboratories. ‘ 


One reason why the chemists are busy in 
this new field, says the July Popular Science 
Monthly, is the fact that today the world, 
and the United States in particular, is facing 
u critical shortage of crude rubber, In four 
years more, experts say, the world’s demand 
will exceed the supply by some 37,000 tons 
unless new sources Of gupply are found. 

Some of the fascinating possibilities of syn- 
thetic rubber were described the other day 
by Prof. James F.. Norris, director of research 
in organic chemistry at the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology, and Earl P. Steven- 
son, of the Arthur D. Little laboratories, 
Cambridge, Mass. 

Stevenson declared that synthetic pichh'g 
fs more than a fancy. 

“It ha: not only been realized in ree lab- 
oratory.” he said, “but during the war it 
was produced in large quantities in Germany. 
3 It can be ees from a certain class of hydro-

They are present in crude cracked naphtha, 
where they are unwelcome, and a source of 
trouble to the refiner, who must dispose of 
them. At present he disposes of them by de- 
stroying them.”’ 

These are the substances which, if left in 
gasoline, form gums and stick up the valves 
of your automobile. To remove them the 
petroleum industry each year. suffers a loss 
close to 90,000,000 gallons of motor fuei, 
worth almost $9,000,000. Yet in so doing it 
throws away what might be of enormous 
value not only in supplying the demands for 
rubber, but in creating countless other use- 
ful by-products. 

“Petroleum is being wasted just as coal 
once Was wasted,” said Prof. Norris, ‘‘because 
refineries are not sufficiently interested in 
saving millions of dollars. The profits of the 
petroleum industry are so great and the 
supply so immense that petroleum chemistry 
hardly has been developed.’’

Futhermore, it is made very clear to the 
policeman that there are no exceptions—he 
is to arrest all persons guilty of violating 
any law or ordinance for the repression of 
crimes or offenses. 

But the 76 items do not include the extra 
‘duties passed along by the county, State and 
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Federal government, all 
of which look to the 
policeman for the en- 
forcement of many laws. 
It is all a part of the 
dav's work. His job

One of the hardest things that vour po- 
liceman has to draw the line on is the dif- 
ference in the eyes of the law between a 
misdemeanor and a felony. If it is a felony 
he cau make the arrest without a warrant, 
providing he has reasonable grounds; if it 
is a misdemeanor he has not the right to 
arrest unless he witnessed the very act or 
there is a warrant sworn out. 

This means, for instance, that he can't 
arrest a man who has a bleeding face said 
to have been caused by a fight unless he 
has seen the fight. But that isn’t all. In 
these days of prohibition and suspicious suit- 
cases and bags there is the difficulty of 
search.

MOTHER NATURE'S MISTAKES. 


We humans are somewhat prone to refer to 
the “laws of nature’’ as if these were fixed 
and immutable. As a rule, old Mother Na- 
ture is governed by fixed laws, but she is 
nothing if not feminine, and there are times 
when apparently she boldly steps outside the 
law. The result is what we term “freaks.” 
Albinism is the result of such a departure 
from the law that like begets like. Melanism 
is the same kind of a departure, but in the op- 
posite direction. In the one case Mother Na- 
ture seemingly forgot her color pigments. In 
the other case she went to the other extreme. 
Albinism seems to be of more frequent occur- 
rence than melanism. Perhaps it is that 
a white bird or animal] attracts more atten- 
tion than an all-black one, and, therefore, 


is more likely to be reported. ° 

I have had reported to me white deer, 
woodchucks, porcupines, robins, red squir- 
rels, juncos, barn swallows and a number 
of other species. Some of these have been 
pure albino, while others have been only 
partial albino. The other day some black 
chipmunks were reported to me. Black squir- 
rels are, of course, common in certain sec 
tions. These generally are accepted as merely 
a color phase of the gray squirrel. Of course, 
the black fox is the most notable example 
of melanism, this being a color phase of the 
red fox. 

Occasionally Mother Nature slips in other 
ways and there will be an animal -with more 
legs than it should have or with more than 
one head. Such monstrosities usually are too 
handicapped by their deformities to survive 
for any great length of time. 

In the accompanying illustrations are two 
views of a Farallone cormorant, photographed 
on the Pacific coast. Here is a serious blun- 
der was made and the upper mandible is 
that of a hawk, while the lower mandible is 
more nearly normal. Apparently the upper 
one fits into the lower one. When the photo- 
graph was taken the bird was nearly half- 
grown, so it would seem that somehow or 
other it had managed to adapt itself to this 
curious handicap. As at this time the bird 
was being fed by the old ones, the problem 
of catching its own supply had not yet arisen. 
Cormorants are fish eaters and expert fisher- 
men. It would be interesting to know if this 
deformed bill was successfully adapted to 
the needs of its owner when the latter 
started out fishing for himself. 


Retribution Overtakes a Cat. 


Of all the enemies with which bird life 
has to contend the house cat is the worst. 
Every ornithologist knows that the destruc- 
tion of bird life by house cats, especially 
during the nesting season, is a tragedy of 
dire proportions. There are running wild in 
our woods at the present time enormous 
numbers of house cats, and these must of 
necessity live off the country. Being expert 
hunters, they live very well, indeed. These 
cats constitute one of the greatest menaces 
to bird life in the country. In addition, hun- 
dreds of thousands of birds fall victims to 
pet cats. I can not too strongly urge cat 
owners to keep their cats in the house nights 
during this month amd at least the first half 
of the month to come. 

But occasionally a cat does not have it all 
her own way. W. F. Trundy, of Stockton 
Springs, Maine, tells this story of what hap- 
pened last winter. Says he: “A neighbor 
of mine starting for work one morning dis- 
covered a large owl on his piazza, breakfast- 
ing. He went back into the house for his 
gun. In the mean time, Mr. Owl finished his 
meal and flew to a nearby tree, where a few 
moments later he was shot. Investigation 
disclosed that this owl had been feeding on 
the family cat and had eatén practically al) 
but the bones. .The snow carried the record 
of a terrific fight, but the owt’had won. In- 
cidentally, the odor which hung about the big 
bird was sufficient evidence that he had had 
a previous meeting withyJimmy Skunk. The 
bird had a spread of about five feet.”’ 

Undoubtedly it was an extra hungry speci- 
men of the great horned owl, the largest and 
fiercest of our owls, which turned the tables 
and hunted the hunter. In this instance it ts 
difficult to have much sympathy for either 
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victim. It is the first time I have ever known 
a cat to fall a victim to this noiseless feath- 
ered hunter of the night. 


The Impudent Red Squirrel. 


tiere is a story from Florida which goes 
to prove that the red squirrel shows even less 
variation § in character than physically 
throughout his wide range. Wherever you 
find him he is the same saucy, lively, clever 
rascal. 


“LT wish you could have seen the antics of 
a red squirrel being stalked by a house eat 
last fall,’’ writes Wallace R. Cheves. ‘The 
squirrel was disporting himself in the top of 
a cabbage palmetto. The cat discovered it 
and lay in wait below. The cat was motion- 
less, save for the tip of the tail. The squirrel 
soon discovered puss, and at once started 
out to enjoy himself by tantalizing the cat. 
He would run down the trunk of the palmetto 
nearly to the ground, only to turn and race 
up to the top again just as the cat was about 
to spring. Then he would race out on the 
long leaves and jump perilously to another 
palmetto, then to a big oak, and back over 
the same ground again. 


“At length Chatterer appeared to grow 
weary of his fun and wished to retire to his 
nest, but the two palmetto trees .and the oak 
were isolated. No other tree was within 
reach of his jump, and his nest was in a dis- 
tant tree, which apparently he could reach 
only by descending to the ground.

7oth Anniversary of Library Movement 


By CASSIE MONCURE LYNE. 
HIS year marks the seventy-fifth anni 
versary of the public library move- 


ment, and to the State of Massachu- 
setts belongs the honor of first passing 
a permissive law allowing funds for library 
purposes. As 1926 marks the 100th anni- 
versary of the death of John Adams and 
Thomas Jefferson, attention rivets on the 
founders of the republic, who themselves 
founded also great library movements. 
among the signers of the Declaration must be 
mentioned Francis Hopkins, of Rhode Island. 
to whom belongs the credit of establishing the 
first library in America; while to Ben Frank- 
lin goes the distinction of founding the first 
circulating library in this country. Later on 
Thomas Jefferson conceived the establishment 
of a national library that has since fructliied 
in the Library of Congress, which, intended 
primarily for the lawmakers, has become a 
fount.of knowledge for the country at large. 
But whatever these early patriots had in 
mind, the great magnitude of Andrew Car- 
negie’s liberality forever placed the public 
library as second only to the public school in 
its influence on the.nation. © 
The time was when a library meant a col- 
lection of the classics; but now the word sig. 
nifies almost a laboratory for science, since 
technical books are much in demand for the 
trades. In days of yore a man read “‘‘law”’ or 
‘studied medicine,’’ whereas little concern 
was given the ‘‘trades” by writers of text- 
books. All has now changed for the better- 
ment of business, and the merchant and mari-

Kree Libraries of Big’ Cities. 


It would be impossible to estimate the re 
fining influence of libraries on the growth of 
the nation. The Boston, New York and Phila- 
delphia libraries are the pride of those old 
centers of learning-— while the Enoch Pratt in 
Baltimore has long been of greatest value to 


that municipality-—so that millions of books 
are annually loaned through these channels. 
Circulating libraries now travel through legis- 
lation, to remote districts—so that country 
schools in the interior share the benefits not 
hitherto known or enjoyed. The Congres- 
sional library at Washington, which grew out 
of the purchase of Thomas Jefferson’s books, 
is one of the most beautiful buildings in the 
world. It took seven wagons to convey to 
the Capital, the library of the Sage of 
Monticello—-for which the nation paid a* 
little over $15,000——not a high figure, con- 
sidering the author of the Declaration of In- 
dependence, had spent vast amounts collect- 
ing his books while in Europe. He had also 
selected a most valuable amount of data, per- 
taining to the founding of America, and the 
accounts of first voyagers—but all this was 
destroyed by fire when the British burned 
Washington in war of 1812. Hence Jeffer- 
son’s supplying the nucleus of another library 
for America, demonstrated his public spirit-— 
even though he terribly needed the money-— 
since the bounty of his hospitality had de- 
pleted his purse. Today, the Congressional! 
library plays a most important part in the 
education of the vast throngs who crowd aw

FACTS ABOUT HUMAN HAIR 


Barely a century ago, says Dr. 
wyn Brown, writing in Popular Mechanics 
(Chicago), human hair, on account of its 
physical qualities, was largely used for scien- 
tific and artistic purposes. Makers of scien- 
tific instruments employed hair for the angle 
markers in telescopes, surveyors’ levels, clino- 
meters and other apparatus. [ts strength 
permitted them to use it for suspending fine 
pendulums and similar moving parts. Its 
property of absorbing moisture made it valu- 
able for hygrometers. About 50 years ago 
numerous steel alloys were discovered that 
may be used for drawing into very fine wires. 
and’ these’ convenient alloys led instrument 
makers to select them in place of hair. He 
goes on:

“The artistic uses of hair were as numerous 
as the mechanical and scientific. Nearly every 
one has seen the old-fashioned pictures and 
lockets in which human hair, such as the 
golden hairs of children and the silver hairs 
of old people, was plaited or woven into many 
patterns and forms. In the museums in Eu- 
rope we may see how dyed hair was formed 
into pictures like tapestries and made into 
many artistic fabrics. But those are lost arts, 
that may never be revived. 

‘“‘There remains a commercial demand for 
human hair for theatrical wigs and similar 
purposes. The chief markets for this hair are 
in Palermo, Berlin, Paris and London. The 
prevailing custom of bowNbing the hair has 
caused merchants to look more to Asia for 
their supplies and has caused the price of 
good samples to rise to record figures. These 
prices may in the near future cause users to 
find substitutes for it and then we shall see 
the end of commerce in hwman hair. 

“The bobbed-hair craze has raised many 
questions about social cOnditions. May it not 
be used as an occasion for inquiring ‘into the 
importance of hair and to study this interest 
ing problem on other grounds? 

‘Hair is distributed all over the human 
body, except the palms of the hands, the soles 
of the feet, the lips and the eyelids. Its 
thickness varies in accordance with the part 
of the body it is growing on. The head, face 
and chest have the thickest and longest 
growth. There are about 1,200 hairs per 
square inch on the top of the head of a mid- 
dle-aged man, and 160 per square inch on 
the face. There is less than half this quan- 
tity on the chest. Race, sex, age, condition 
of health, habits and climatic changes all in- 
fluence the thickness and growth of the hair. 

‘“‘A woman with black hair has about 600 
hairs per square inch on the top of the head. 
while a blonde has 760 per square inch, and a 
brown-haired person has about 650 hairs per 
square inch. A black-haired person usually 
has the thickest hair and a blonde the finest. 
The total number of hairs on the head of any 
ordinary black-haired woman is about 110.- 
000, while a blonde has 150,000. and a red- 
haired woman only 30,000. A woman’s hair 
is coarser and. heavier than a:‘man’s, and it 
grows longer. The average length of hair of 
women of the Anglo-Saxon race is from 18 
to 30 inches, and that of men between 6 and 
10 inches. Men’s hair will seldom grow as 
long as women’s.”’ 

The average speed of hair growth is 2 
inches per month, Dr. Brown tells us. The 
period of growth of the hair on the head is 
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about six years, and the eyelashes have a life 
of about 130 days. . After these periods, the 
hairs wilt and fall out. Hairs grow just as 
new cells replace the dried cells of the skin 
that wither and fall off like scales. To quote 
further 

“The hair is a very acute sensory organ 
and assists the brain and other organs to dis- 
charge their surplus energies. In animals, 
certain hairs are developed into exceeding); 
alert and sensitive sense organs. It is a pe- 
culiar: growth of the epidermis or skin. In 
this respect it resembles the nails, the horns 
of cattle, the feathers of birds, the quills of 
ihe porcupine, the scales of butterflies, moths 
and fish and the shell of the tortoise. 

“Hair is easily colored and, in nature, fhe 
pigments it contains are peculiar to the spe- 
cies. The duration of its pigmentation in life 
is limited. In man, we may, in a brief pe- 
riod, witness a child having a bright golden 
hair, which soon changes to a dark or black 
and then to a gray or silver-white and dies 
at maturity and falls out, leaving baldness. 
In the animal kingdom, we may notice simi- 
lar changes in the pigmentation and also 
many abnormalities in its life, particularly in 
these animals which periodically -molt and 
shed their hair 

“Scientists believe that hair has a high value 
as a@ racial characteristic. The microscope 
discovers that the structure of hair has multi 
form variations and these may be clearly de- 
fined and utilized for personal and racial de- 
terminants, like finger and other skin prints. 
Common observation shows that the texture 
and form of the hair of a Negro, Chinaman, 
American Indian and Caucasian differ in 
quantity, color, structure and growing habits. 
All through the animal kingdom we may find 
similar differences in all the _ species. \ 
man’s race, nationality, character and the 
condition of his health may be shown by a 
microscopic investigation of one individual! 
hair. 

“Examine the hair on your forearm, your 
eyebrows and your head. and you will see 
that it is all growing in different wavy pat 
terns. The arrangement in your eyebrows. 
for example, will differ from that of many of 
vour friends. Study the patterns of eyebrows 
a little and see how closely they are associat 
ed with personal characteristics and peculiar 
ities. See how the graceful flowing patterns 
of the eyebrows of an artist strongly con 
trast with the irregular arrangements seen 
in bad-tempered and miserly individuals. You 
may even learn to read character bv the hair 
patterns of eyebrows or head.”’ 


Urges Tattooing of Pigs. 


So that pigs may be readily identified after 
slaughter, and disputes as to ownership avoid- 
ed in cooperative marketing. the United States 
Department of Agricuiture is urging farmers 
to tattoo their pigs. 

A new method of tattooing, says Popular 
Science Monthly. employs a metal holder in 
which phonograph needles are embedding to 
form initials or numbers. The needles are 
dipped in black automobile enamel, and the 
mark is put on by striking the pig across the 
back with them.
